“MOTOR-VEHICLE  ACT” 

HIS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  order  that,  under 
authority  of  the  Motor-vehicle  Act,”  chapter  227 
of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia, 
1948,”  and  clause  (/)  of  Regulation  3  of  the  regu¬ 
lations  made  thereunder,  the  hereinafter-mentioned 
electrical  signalling  devices  be  approved,  subject  to 
the  following  provisos: — 

1.  That  a  tell-tale  light,  giving  a  clear  and  un¬ 
mistakable  indication  to  the  driver  that  such  signals 
are  properly  functioning,  is  installed,  so  as  to  be 
plainly  visible  to  such  driver  at  all  times  when 
driving. 

2.  I  hat  such  signalling  devices,  or  a  combination 
of  such  signalling  devices,  arc  mounted,  one  on 
each  side  of  the  front  and  of  the  rear  of  the  motor- 


vehicle  concerned,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  be 
readily  visible  to  persons  in  front  of  or  to  the  rear 
of  such  motor-vehicle. 

3.  That  each  such  signalling  unit  shall  flash  no 
slower  than  60  nor  faster  than  120  times  a  minute, 
under  average  operating  conditions,  the  on-period 
of  the  flashes  being  long  enough  to  permit  the  lamp 
filaments  to  come  up  to  full  brightness.

PRIVATE  BILLS 


Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  applica¬ 
tion  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  suffi¬ 
ciently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  elec¬ 
toral  districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be 
published  once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  news¬ 
paper  in  every  electoral  district  affected,  or  if 
there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in 
a  newspaper  published  in  the  electoral  district 
nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in  all 
cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration 
of  the  petition. 

97.  No  petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be

the  Standing  Committees  charged  with  the  con¬ 
sideration  of  Private  Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon 
to  the  House.  And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended 
or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any 
Private  Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  here¬ 
inbefore  limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has 
been  received  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited, 
shall  in  either  case  pay  double  the  fees  required 
in  respect  of  such  Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the 
House  shall  order  to  the  contrary. 

98.  (1)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any  Private 
Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House, 
eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Ses¬ 
sion: — 

(a)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill: 

(h)  A  copy  of  the  petition  to  he  presented  to 
the  House: 


(c)  Copies  of  the  notices  published,  with  pub¬ 
lication  proved  by  a  statutory  declaration 
or  affidavit  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk 
of  the  House. 

(2)  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill  and  peti¬ 
tion  the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the  Clerk  of 
the  House  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars. 

(3)  If  a  copy  of  the  Bill,  petition,  and  notices 
proved  as  aforesaid  shall  not  have  been  so  de¬ 
posited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the  House 
at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the 
Session  or  if  the  petition  has  not  been  presented 
to  the  House  within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Ses¬ 
sion,  the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be 
six  hundred  dollars.  If  the  Bill  shall  not  pass 
second  reading  one-half  of  the  fees  shall  be 
returned. 

101.  Every  petition  signed  by  an  agent  or  attor¬ 
ney  in  fact  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  authority 
of  such  agent  or  attorney  in  fact,  and  the  petition 
shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  filed  with  the  Clerk 
until  this  is  done.

piers  for  the  passage  of  rafts  or  vessels,  and  men¬ 
tioning  also  whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  draw¬ 
bridge  or  not,  and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

103.  (1)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpo¬ 
ration  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by 
reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  re¬ 
lating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such 
Bills:  Special  grounds  shall  be  established  for 
any  proposed  departure  from  this  principle,  or  for 
the  introduction  of  other  provisions  as  to  such 
details,  and  a  note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill 
indicating  the  provisions  thereof  in  which  the 
general  Act  is  proposed  to  be  departed  from. 
Bills  which  are  not  framed  in  accordance  with 
this  Standing  Order  shall  be  recast  by  the  pro¬ 
moters  and  reprinted  at  their  expense  before  any 
Committee  passes  upon  the  clauses. 

(2)  Every  Bill  for  an  Act  of  incorporation, 
where  a  form  of  model  Bill  has  been  adopted, 
shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  model  Bill 
(copies  of  model  Bills  may  be  obtained  from  the 
Clerk  of  the  House).  Any  provisions  contained 
in  any  such  Bill  which  are  not  in  accord  with  the 
model  Bill  shall  be  inserted  between  brackets  or 
underlined,  and  shall  be  so  printed.

( d )  To  elect  a  Trustee  to  succeed  the  one  whose 
term  of  office  expires  coincident  with  the 
holding  of  such  annual  general  meeting  and 
to  elect  a  Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill  any 
other  vacancy  or  vacancies  that  has  or  have 
occurred  or  is  or  are  about  to  occur  among 
the  Trustees: 

( e )  To  choose  the  auditor  for  the  ensuing  year. 

A  special  general  meeting  may  be  called  by  the 
Trustees  at  any  time  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a 
Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill  any  vacancy  or  vacancies 
among  the  Trustees,  or  for  the  purpose  of  discuss¬ 
ing  with  the  owners  any  matter  or  matters  which  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Trustees  should  be  brought  up 
at  a  general  meeting. 


At  least  seven  days’  notice  of  every  general  meet¬ 
ing  shall  be  given  by  notices  posted  in  conspicuous 
places  at  the  nearest  post-office  and  at  the  building 
where  the  meeting  is  to  be  held.

thence  northerly  along  the  middle  of  Co¬ 
lumbia  River  to  the  south  boundary  of  Lot 
351;  thence  easterly  along  the  south  bound¬ 
aries  of  Lot  351,  Lot  10718,  and  Lot  9574 
to  the  south-east  corner  of  Lot  9574;  thence 
due  east  to  Luxor  Creek;  thence  north-west¬ 
erly  up  Luxor  Creek  and  Luxor  Pass  to  the 
west  boundary  of  Kootenay  National  Park;

5.  There  shall  be  six  Trustees  of  the  said  im¬ 
provement  district,  one  from  each  of  the  zones  as 
hereinbefore  set  out.  The  term  of  each  Trustee 
shall  be  two  years,  except  as  provided  in  clause  8 
hereof.

REGULATIONS  GOVERNING  THE  INSTAL¬ 
LATION  OF  GAS  PIPING,  APPLIANCES, 
AND  VENTING 

(Order  in  Council  No.  1852) 

Definitions 

For  the  purpose  of  these  regulations,  the  follow¬ 
ing  terms  shall  have  the  meanings  respectively 
assigned  to  them: — 

“Act  ”  means  the  Gas  Act: 

“Air-mixer  ” — that  portion  of  an  injection  (Bun¬ 
sen)  type  burner  into  which  the  primary 
air  is  introduced: 

“  Air-shutter  ” — an  adjustable  device  for  vary¬ 
ing  the  size  of  the  primary-air  inlet  or 
inlets: 

“  Appliance  ” — a  gas  appliance  is  any  device 
which  utilizes  gas  fuel  to  produce  light, 
heat,  or  power: 

“  Appliance  —  automatically  controlled  ”  —  ap¬ 
pliances  equipped  with  automatic  devices 
which: — 

(a)  Accomplish  complete  shut-off  and 
turn-on  of  the  gas  to  the  main  burner  or 
burners: 

(b)  Graduate  the  gas-supply  to  the 
burner  or  burners,  but  do  not  effect  com¬ 
plete  shut-off  of  the  gas: 

“  Approved  ”  means  acceptable  to  the  Chief 
Engineer-Surveyor,  except  where  context 
indicates  otherwise: 

“  Automatic  gas  shut-off  valve  ” — a  device  so 
constructed  that  the  attainment  of  a  tem¬ 
perature  in  the  medium  being  heated  in 
excess  of  some  predetermined  limit  acts 
upon  a  chemical  or  metallic  element  in  such 
a  way  as  to  cause  the  gas  to  the  appliance 
to  be  shut  off  and  remain  off: 

“  Automatic  ignition  ”  shall  be  interpreted  as 
means  which  provide  for  ignition  of  the  gas 
at  a  burner  when  the  gas-burner  valve  con¬ 
trolling  the  gas  to  that  burner  is  turned  on, 
and  will  effect  reignition  if  the  flames  on  the 
burner  have  been  extinguished  by  means 
other  than  closing  the  gas-burner  valve: 

“Automatic  pilot”  consists  of  an  automatic 
pilot  device  and  pilot  burner  securely  as¬ 
sembled  in  fixed  relationship: 

“Automatic  pilot  device” — a  device  employed 
with  gas-burning  equipment  which  will  auto¬ 
matically  shut  off  the  gas-supply  to  the 
burner  being  served  by  either  direct  or  in¬ 
direct  means  when  the  pilot  flame  is  extin¬ 
guished.  The  pilot  burner  may  or  may  not 
be  constructed  integrally  with  the  device: 

“Automatic  pilot,  complete  shut-off  type” — an 
automatic  pilot  for  shutting  off,  auto¬ 
matically,  the  gas-supply  to  the  main  burner 
and  pilot  in  event  of  pilot  or  gas  failure, 
and  also  for  preventing  the  gas  from  being 
turned  into  the  main  burner  unless  the  pilot 
is  lighted: 

“  Baffle  ” — an  object  placed  in  an  appliance  to 
change  the  direction  of,  or  retard  the  flow 
of,  air,  air-gas  mixtures,  or  flue  gases: 

“  Branch  line  ” — gas-piping  which  conveys  gas 
from  a  supply-line  to  the  appliance: 

“  B.t.u.” — abbreviation  for  British  thermal  unit, 
which  is  the  quantity  of  heat  required  to 
raise  the  temperature  of  1  pound  of  water 
1°  F.: 

“  Burner  ” — a  device  for  the  final  conveyance 
of  the  gas,  or  a  mixture  of  gas  and  air,  to 
the  combustion  zone: — 
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(a)  “  Injection  (Bunsen)  type  burner  ” — 
a  burner  employing  the  energy  of  a  jet  of 
gas  to  inject  air  from  combustion  into  the 
burner  and  mix  it  with  the  gas: 

( b )  (i)  “Atmospheric  injection-type 
burner  ” — a  burner  in  which  the  air  at 
atmospheric  pressure  is  injected  into  the 
burner  by  a  jet  of  gas: 

(ii)  “Luminous  or  yellow  flame  burner” 
— -a  burner  in  which  secondary  air  only  is 
depended  on  for  the  combustion  of  the  gas: 

(iii)  “  Power  burner” — a  burner  in  which 
either  gas  or  air  or  both  are  supplied  at 
pressures  exceeding,  for  gas,  the  line  pres¬ 
sure  and,  for  air,  atmospheric  pressure,  this 
added  pressure  being  applied  at  the  burner: 

(iv)  “Pressure  burner”  —  a  burner 
which  is  supplied  with  an  air-gas  mixture 
under  pressure: 

(c)  “Pre-mixing  burner” —  a  power 
burner  in  which  all  or  nearly  all  of  the  air 
for  combustion  is  mixed  with  the  gas  as 
primary  air: 

“  Chimney  — a  vertical  masonry  or  reinforced- 
concrete  shaft  containing  one  or  more  flues 
or  vents: 

“  Closed  water-piping  system  ” — a  system  of 
water-piping  where  a  check-valve  or  other 
device  prevents  the  free  return  of  water  or 
steam  to  the  water-main: 

“  Clothes-drier  ” — a  device  used  to  dry  wet 
laundry  by  means  of  heat  derived  from  the 
combustion  of  fuel-gas: 

“  Combustible  construction  ” — by  combustible 
construction  is  meant  a  combustible  wall  or 
combustible  surface  constructed  of  wood, 
composition,  or  of  wooden  studding  and 
lath  and  plaster: 

“Combustion,”  as  used  herein,  refers  to  the 
rapid  oxidation  of  fuel-gases  accompanied 
by  the  production  of  heat,  or  heat  and  light. 
Complete  combustion  of  fuel  is  possible 
only  in  the  presence  of  an  adequate  supply 
of  oxygen: 

“  Combustion  products  — constituents  resulting 
from  the  combustion  of  fuel  with  the 
oxygen  of  the  air,  including  the  inerts  but 
excluding  excess  air: 

“  Concealed  gas-piping  ” — g a s-  p  i p  i  n  g  which, 
when  in  place  in  the  finished  building,  will 
be  hidden  from  view  by  the  structure: 

“  Condensate  (condensation)  ” — the  liquid  which 
separates  from  a  gas  (including  flue  gas) 
due  to  a  reduction  in  temperature: 

“  Contractor  ”  means  any  person  who  maintains 
a  place  of  business  for  the  installation  or 
repair  of  house-piping  or  appliances: 

“  Control  ” — a  device  designed  to  regulate  the 
gas,  air,  water,  and  electrical  supply  to  a 
gas  appliance;  it  may  be  manual  or  auto¬ 
matic: 

“  Conversion  burner  ” — a  burner  designed  to 
supply  gaseous  fuel  to  an  appliance  origi¬ 
nally  designed  to  utilize  another  fuel: 

“Cubic  foot  (cu.  ft.)  of  gas” — the  amount  of 
gas  which  would  occupy  1  cubic  foot  when 
at  a  temperature  of  60°  F.  saturated  with 
water-vapour  and  under  a  pressure  equiva¬ 
lent  to  that  of  30  inches  of  mercury: 

“  Dealer  ”  means  any  person  who  maintains  a 
place  of  business  for  the  sale  of  appliances: 

“  Demand  ” — the  maximum  amount  of  gas  re¬ 
quired  per  unit  of  time,  usually  expressed 
in  cubic  feet  per  hour,  or  B.t.u.  per  hour, 
required  for  the  operation  of  the  appliance 
or  appliances  supplied: 

“  Department”  means  the  Gas  Inspection  Branch 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Works: 

“Diversity  factor”  —  ratio  of  the  maximum 
probable  demand  to  the  maximum  possible 
demand : 

“Draught  hood”-  a  device  built  into  an  appli¬ 
ance,  or  made  a  part  of  the  flue  or  vent 
connector  from  an  appliance,  which  is  de¬ 
signed  to  (I)  ensure  the  ready  escape  of  the 


products  of  combustion  in  the  event  of  no 
draught,  back  draught,  or  stoppage  beyond 
the  draught  hood;  (2)  prevent  a  back 
draught  from  entering  the  appliance;  and 
(3)  neutralize  the  effect  of  stack  action  of 
the  flue  or  vent  upon  the  operation  of  the 
appliance: 

“  Drip  ” — the  container  placed  at  a  low  point  in 
a  system  of  piping  to  collect  condensate 
and  from  which  it  may  be  removed: 

“  Excess  air  ”  —  air  which  passes  through  the 
combustion-chamber  and  the  appliance  flues 
in  excess  of  that  which  is  theoretically  re¬ 
quired  for  complete  combustion: 

“  Exposed  piping  ” — gas-piping  which  will  be  in 
view  in  the  finished  structure. 

“  Flames  ”— 

(a)  “  Yellow,  luminous,  or  non-bunsen  ” 
— the  flame  produced  by  burning  gas  with¬ 
out  any  pre-mixing  of  air  with  the  gas: 

(b)  “Bunsen” — the  flame  produced  by 
pre-mixing  some  of  the  air  required  for 
combustion  with  the  gas  before  it  reaches 
the  burner  ports  or  points  of  ignition: 

“  Floor  furnaces  ” — a  completely  self-contained 
unit  furnace  suspended  from  the  floor  of 
the  space  being  heated,  taking  air  for  com¬ 
bustion  from  outside  this  space,  and  with 
means  for  observing  flames  and  lighting  the 
appliance  from  such  space: — 

(a)  “  Gravity-type  floor  furnace  ”  —  a 
floor  furnace  depending  primarily  upon 
circulation  of  air  by  gravity.  This  clas¬ 
sification  shall  also  include  floor  furnaces 
equipped  with  booster-type  fans  which  do 
not  materially  restrict  free  circulation  of  air 
by  gravity  flow  when  such  fans  are  not  in 
operation: 

( b )  “Fan-type  floor  furnaces” — a  floor 
furnace  equipped  with  a  fan  which  provides 
the  primary  means  for  circulation  of  air: 

“Flue  or  vent”  —  a  conduit  or  passage-way, 
vertical  or  nearly  so,  for  conveying  flue 
gases  to  the  outer  air: 

“Flue  collar”  —  that  portion  of  an  appliance 
designed  for  the  attachment  of  the  draught 
hood  or  flue  or  vent  connector: 

“  Flue  or  vent  connector  ” — the  pipe  connecting 
an  appliance  with  the  flue  or  vent.  This 
corresponds  to  the  smoke-pipe  used  with 
solid  or  liquid  fuels: 

“  Furnace  ”  —  a  self-contained  gas-burning  ap¬ 
pliance  for  heating  air  by  secondary  transfer 
of  heat  from  the  flue  gases  through  metal  to 
the  air,  usually  located  outside  of  the  room 
or  rooms  being  heated: — 

(a)  “Gravity-type  warm-air  furnace” — 
a  furnace  depending  primarily  upon  cir¬ 
culation  of  air  by  gravity.  This  classifica¬ 
tion  shall  also  include  furnaces  equipped 
with  booster-type  fans  which  do  not  ma¬ 
terially  restrict  free  circulation  of  air  by 
gravity  flow  when  such  fans  are  not  in 
operation: 

(b)  “  Forced-air  type  warm-air  furnace  ” 
— a  furnace  equipped  with  a  fan  which  pro¬ 
vides  the  primary  means  for  circulation  of 
air  and  of  sufficient  capacity  to  deliver  air 
at  a  temperature  rise  of  not  more  than  100° 
F.  above  room  temperature  when  operating 
against  an  imposed  static  pressure  of  0.2- 
inch  equivalent  water-column  with  the  fur¬ 
nace  operating  at  its  rated  B.t.u.  input 
capacity: 

“  Gas-hose  ” — a  gas-conduit  which  depends  for 
tightness  on  joint  packing,  or  on  any  wall 
structure  other  than  that  formed  by  a  con¬ 
tinuous  one-piece  metal  tubing: 

“  Heating  value  (total)” — the  number  of  British 
thermal  units  produced  by  the  combustion 
at  constant  pressure  of  I  cubic  foot  of  gas 
when  the  products  of  combusion  arc  cooled 
to  the  initial  temperature  of  the  gas  and  air, 
when  the  water-vapour  formed  during  com¬ 
bustion  is  condensed,  and  when  all  the 
necessary  corrections  have  been  applied: 
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“  House-piping  ”  means  the  gas-piping  in  any 
premises  beyond  the  outlet  of  the  meter  and 
the  gas-piping  in  any  premises  ahead  of  the 
meter  which  is  not  installed  by  or  on  behalf 
of  the  gas  company: 

“  House  riser” — the  principal  vertical  pipe  which 
conducts  the  gas  from  the  meter  to  the 
different  floors  of  the  building: 

“  Inspector”  means  an  Inspector  appointed  under 
the  “  Gas  Act  ”: 

“  Local  Inspector  ”  means  a  person  appointed  by 
the  municipality  under  the  provisions  of 
section  17  of  the  “Gas  Act”  to  discharge 
the  duties  designated  under  sections  8,  9,  10, 

1 1,  and  12  of  the  said  Act: 

“  Limit-control” — a  device  responsive  to  changes 
in  pressure  or  temperature  or  liquid  level 
for  turning  on,  shutting  off,  or  throttling 
the  gas-supply  to  an  appliance: 

“  Listed  ”  refers  to  an  appliance  shown  in  a  list 
published  by  an  approved  testing  agency 
whose  listing  means  that  such  appliance 
complies  with  the  regulation: 

“  Main  burner  ” — a  device  or  group  of  devices 
essentially  forming  an  integral  unit  for  the 
final  conveyance  of  gas  or  a  mixture  of  gas 
and  air  to  the  combustion  zone,  and  on 
which  combustion  takes  place  to  accomplish 
the  function  for  which  the  appliance  is 
designed: 

“  Main-burner  control-valve  ”  —  a  valve  which 
controls  the  gas-supply  to  the  main-burner 
manifold: 

“  Manifold  ” — the  conduit  of  an  appliance  which 
supplies  gas  to  the  individual  burners: 

“  Manual  main  shut-off  valve  ”  —  a  manually 
operated  valve  or  cock  in  the  gas-line  for 
the  purpose  of  completely  turning  on  or 
shutting  off  the  gas-supply  to  the  appliance, 
except  to  pilot  or  pilots  which  are  provided 
with  independent  shut-off  valves: 

“  Measured  gas  ”— gas  which  has  passed  through 
and  the  volume  of  which  has  been  registered 
by  a  meter: 

“  Meter  ” — the  instrument  installed  to  measure 
the  volume  of  gas  delivered  through  it: 

“  Orifice  ” — the  opening  in  a  cap,  spud,  or  other 
device  whereby  the  flow  of  gas  is  limited, 
and  through  which  the  gas  is  discharged  to 
the  burner: 

“Orifice  cap  (hood)” — a  movable  fitting  having 
an  orifice  which  permits  adjustment  of  the 
flow  of  gas  by  the  changing  of  its  position 
with  respect  to  a  fixed  needle  or  other 
device: 

“  Orifice  spud  ” — a  removable  plug  or  cap  con¬ 
taining  an  orifice  and  which  permits  adjust¬ 
ment  of  the  flow  of  gas  either  by  substitu¬ 
tion  of  a  spud  with  a  different-sized  orifice 
or  by  the  motion  of  a  needle  with  respect 
to  it: 

“  Owner  ”  shall,  in  addition  to  any  other  mean¬ 
ing,  be  deemed  to  extend  to  and  include 
any  person  in  occupation  or  possession  of, 
or  entitled  to,  or  having  any  interest  in,  any 
building  or  premises  within  the  Province  to 
which  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act  may 
apply,  and  shall  include  the  agent  of  any 
such  person: 

“Pilot”  —  a  small  flame  which  is  utilized  to 
ignite  the  gas  at  the  main  burner  or  burners: 

“  Primary  air  ” — the  air  introduced  into  a  burner 
and  which  mixes  with  the  gas  before  it 
reaches  the  port  or  ports: 

“  Purge  ” — to  free  a  gas-conduit  of  air,  gas,  or  a 
mixture  of  gas  and  air: 

“  Recessed  heater  ”• — a  self-contained  appliance, 
complete  with  grilles  or  equivalent,  designed 
for  incorporation  in  or  permanent  attach¬ 
ment  to  a  wall,  floor,  ceiling,  or  partition, 
either  taking  air  for  combustion  from  the 
space  to  be  heated  or  having  a  sealed  com¬ 
bustion  system,  the  inlet  and  outlet  of  which 
communicate  only  with  the  outside  air,  and 
furnishing  heated  air  circulated  by  gravity 
or  by  a  fan  directly  into  the  space  to  be 
heated  through  openings  in  the  casting. 


Such  appliances  shall  not  be  provided  with 
duct  extensions  beyond  the  vertical  and 
horizontal  limits  of  the  casting  proper,  ex¬ 
cept  that  boots  not  to  exceed  10  inches 
beyond  the  horizontal  limits  of  the  casting 
for  extension  through  walls  of  nominal 
thickness  may  be  permitted.  Where  such 
boots  are  provided,  they  shall  be  supplied 
by  a  manufacturer  as  an  integral  part  of 
the  appliance  and  tested  as  such.  I  his 
definition  shall  exclude  floor  furnaces,  unit 
heaters,  and  central  furnaces  as  herein 
defined: 

“  Regulator  ”  —  a  device  for  controlling  and 
maintaining  a  unitform  gas-supply  pressure: 

“Unmeasured  gas” — gas  which  has  not  passed 
through  and  the  volume  of  which  has  not 
been  registered  by  a  meter: 

“  Wall  heater,  unvented  open-flame  radiant  type” 
— a  room-heater  of  the  open-front  type, 
designed  for  insertion  in  or  attachment  to 
a  wall  or  partition,  having  fully  exposed 
flames,  the  heat  from  which  is  reflected  by 
ceramic  radiants  or  a  metal,  asbestos,  clay 
back,  or  equivalent  back-wall  reflecting  sur¬ 
face.  It  incorporates  no  concealed  venting 
arrangements  in  its  construction  and  dis¬ 
charges  all  products  of  combustion  through 
the  open  front  into  the  room  being  heated: 

“  Water-heaters  ” — 

(a)  “  Automatic  instantaneous  ”  —  the 
type  which  heats  the  water  as  it  is  drawn: 

( b )  “Automatic  storage”  —  the  type 
which  combines  a  water-heating  element 
and  water-storage  tank,  gas  to  the  main 
burner  being  controlled  by  a  thermostat: 

(c)  “Circulating  or  tank”  —  manually 
controlled  type  usually  connected  to  the 
ordinary  hot-water  tank: 

All  other  expressions  shall  have  the  same  mean¬ 
ing  as  in  the  Act. 

(Note. — Where  reference  is  made  to  any  figure, 
such  figure  can  be  seen  in  the  Code  Book  or  in  the 
office  of  the  Chief  Engineer-Surveyor.) 

Part  I 
General 

1.0.1  These  regulations  shall  be  known  as  the 
“  Gas  Code.” 

1.0.2  These  regulations  shall  be  observed  dur¬ 
ing  the  installation  of  any  gas-piping  and  gas 
appliances  to  assure  safety. 

1.0.3  (a)  No  person  shall  install,  or  cause  to 

be  installed,  any  gas  appliance  that  does  not  bear 
the  approval  seal  of  a  testing  agency. 

( b )  The  provisions  of  subsection  ( a )  need  not 
apply  to  an  appliance  about  to  be  reinstalled 
within  the  Province  without  change  of  ownership. 
An  appliance  so  reinstalled  shall  have  been 
examined  and  repaired  where  necessary  and  certi¬ 
fied  to  be  in  safe  working  condtion  by  a  licensed 
gas-fitter. 

1.0.4  Testing  Agencies. — The  following  testing 
agencies  are  approved  by  the  Minister:  British 
Columbia  Research  Council,  American  Gas  Asso¬ 
ciation,  and  Gas  Inspection  Branch  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Public  Works. 

1.0.5  All  house-piping  appliances  and  vents 
within  the  scope  of  the  Act  shall  be  for  new  instal¬ 
lations  such  as  are  sanctioned  by  these  regulations; 
existing  installations,  if  found  unsafe  or  if  to  be 
replaced,  shall  be  replaced  with  equipment  sanc¬ 
tioned  by  these  regulations. 

1.0.6  The  Chief  Engineer-Surveyor  may  re¬ 
quire  that  work  shall  be  done  in  conformity  with 
higher  standards  than  specified  in  these  regulations 
if,  at  his  discretion,  he  deems  that  such  higher 
standards  are  reasonably  necessary  in  the  interest 
of  safety. 

1 .0.7  All  gas  used  in  places  of  public,  institu¬ 
tional,  or  domestic  occupancy  shall  be  odorized. 
The  odour  shall  be  detectable  in  any  location  in 
any  size  room  when  not  more  than  1  per  cent  of 
the  volume  of  the  room  is  odorized  gas. 
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1.1  Scope 

These  regulations  govern  the  installation  of  gas¬ 
piping  and  gas  appliances  in,  buildings  and  apply 
only  to  low-pressure  gas-piping  systems  in  build¬ 
ings,  extending  from  the  gas-meter  outlet  to  the 
inlet  connections  of  appliances,  and  the  installation 
and  operation  of  residential  and  commercial  gas 
appliances  supplied  through  such  system  by  public 
utilities.  They  are  intended  to  cover  the  design, 
fabrication,  installation,  tests,  and  operation  of 
such  systems  for  fuel-gases  such  as  natural  gas, 
manufactured  gas,  liquified  petroleum  gas-air  or 
mixtures  thereof.  They  are  not  intended  to  cover 
systems  distributing  undiluted  liquified  petroleum 
gas.  They  are  also  not  intended  to  cover  sys¬ 
tems  or  portions  of  systems  supplying  equipment 
engineered,  designed,  and  installed  for  specific 
manufacturing,  production,  processing,  and  power¬ 
generating  applications,  such  as  large  and  high- 
pressure  boilers,  melting  and  treating  furnaces, 
production  ovens,  etc. 

Piping  in  gas-distributing  systems,  in  gas-manu¬ 
facturing  plants,  in  gas-compressing  stations,  and 
in  gas-processing  plants  shall  be  governed  by  the 
regulations  under  the  “  Boiler  and  Pressure-vessel 
Act.” 

1.2  Work  on  Gas-piping  Containing 
Unmeasured  Gas 

1.2.1  Gas  Company’s  Main. — No  person  other 
than  a  duly  authorized  employee  of  the  gas  com¬ 
pany  or  a  person  having  permission  of  the  gas 
company  shall  open  or  make  connections  with  a 
gas-main. 

1.2.2  Service-pipe. — No  person  other  than  a 
duly  authorized  employee  of  the  gas  company  or 
a  person  having  permission  of  the  gas  company 
shall  repair,  alter,  open,  or  make  connection  to 
the  service-pipe,  or  do  any  other  work  on  the  parts 
of  the  gas-supply  system  up  to  and  including  the 
meter. 

1 .2.3  Gas  Company’s  Meter. — No  person  other 
than  a  duly  authorized  employee  of  the  gas  com¬ 
pany  or  a  person  having  permission  of  the  gas 
company  shall  disconnect  the  inlet  of  the  gas- 
meter,  nor  move  the  meter.  A  gas-fitter  may 
disconnect  the  outlet  of  a  meter  from  the  house¬ 
piping  only  when  necessary.  He  shall  remake  the 
joint  at  the  meter  outlet,  and  shall  turn  the  meter 
cn  a  vain  only  after  testing  the  piping,  making  sure 
no  other  outlets  are  open. 

1.2.4  Notify  Gas  Company  of  Any  Repairs 
Needed. — In  case  any  work  done  by  a  gas-fitter 
discloses  the  need  for  repairs  or  alterations  by  the 
gas  company  on  any  part  of  the  supply  system 
containing  unmeasured  gas,  the  gas  company  shall 
be  notified  promptly  of  this  fact. 

1.2.5  Notify  Gas  Company  of  Any  Leaks. — If 
pas  is  leaking  from  any  part  of  the  gas-supply 
system  containing  unmeasured  gas,  a  gas-fitter  not 
in  the  employ  of  the  gas  company  may  make 
necessary  temporary  repairs  and  shall  promptly 
notify  the  gas  company  to  make  permanent  repairs. 

1.3  Qualified  Installing  Agency 

Installation,  replacement,  or  repair  of  gas-piping, 
appliances,  or  vents  shall  be  undertaken  only  by 
a  gas-fitter. 

1.4  Precautions 

1.4.1  Turn  Gas  Off. — All  gas-piping  or  gas- 
appliance  installations  shall  be  performed  with  the 
gas  turned  off  to  eliminate  hazards  from  leakage 
of  gas. 

1.4.2  Notification  of  Interrupted  Service. — It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  gas-fitter  to  notify  all 
affected  consumers  when  the  gas-supply  is  to  be 
turned  off.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  gas- 
fitter  to  renotify  all  affected  consumers  before  the 
IMS  is  turned  on  again,  and  to  check  carefully  all 
outlets  and  pilots,  making  sure  they  are  relighted 
or  securely  turned  off. 

1.4.3  Before  Turning  Gas  Off  or  On.  Rcforc 
turning  ofr  the  gas  at  the  meter,  all  burner  and 
pilot  valves  on  the  premises  supplied  with  gas 
through  the  meter  shall  be  turned  off  anil  the 


meter  test  hand-observed  for  a  sufficient  length  of 
time  to  ascertain  that  there  is  no  gas  passing 
through  the  meter.  Where  there  is  more  than  one 
meter  on  the  premises,  precautions  shall  be  exer¬ 
cised  to  assure  that  the  proper  meter  is  turned  off. 
When  turning  the  gas  on,  it  shall  not  be  left  on, 
nor  appliances  relighted  until  the  test  dial  on  the 
meter  shows  no  movement  as  in  2.1 1.2.  This  shall 
not  be  construed  as  replacing  the  testing  procedure 
laid  down  in  2.10. 

1.4.4  Checking  for  Gas  Leaks. — No  matches, 
candles,  flame,  or  other  sources  of  ignition  shall 
be  employed  to  check  for  gas  leakage  from  meters, 
piping,  or  appliances.  Checking  for  gas  leakage 
with  a  soap  and  water  solution  is  recommended. 
(See  provisions  of  2.10  and  2.1 1.) 

1.4.5  Use  of  Lights.  —  Artificial  illumination 
used  in  connection  with  a  search  for  gas  leakage 
shall  be  restricted  to  electric  hand  safety  flash¬ 
lights,  fixed  electric  lights  controlled  only  by 
switches  remote  from  the  area  of  the  leakage, 
or  approved  safety-lamps. 

1.4.6  Working  Alone. — An  individual  shall  not 
work  alone  in  any  situation  where  the  nature  of 
work  is  such  as  to  expose  him  to  an  undue  hazard. 

1 .4.7  Handling  of  Liquid  from  Drips. — Liquid 
which  is  removed  from  a  drip  in  existing  gas¬ 
piping  shall  be  handled  with  proper  precautions 
and  shall  not  be  left  on  the  consumer’s  premises. 
Disused  gas-piping  shall  be  stored  outside  in  open 
air. 

1.4.8  No  Smoking.  —  Smoking  shall  not  be 
permitted  during  work  on  piping  which  contains 
or  has  contained  gas. 

1.4.9  Work  Interruptions. — When  interruptions 
in  work  occur,  the  system  shall  be  left  in  a  safe 
condition. 

Part  II 

2.1  Application  for  Permit 

2.1.1  (a)  Application  for  Permit. — Before  any 
person  commences  the  installation  or  alteration  of 
any  house-piping,  appliance,  or  vent  in  any 
premises,  he  shall  submit  to  a  Local  Inspector 
an  application  in  writing,  giving  a  description  of 
the  work  to  be  done  and  particulars  of  the  number 
and  kinds  of  appliances,  and  of  the  size  and  length 
of  house-piping,  and  of  the  size,  length,  kind,  and 
location  of  the  vent  proposed  to  be  installed  or 
altered. 

( b )  Expiry. — If,  after  the  issuance  of  any  per¬ 
mit,  the  work  authorized  is  not  commenced  within 
ninety  days,  such  permit  shall  be  cancelled. 
Under  extenuating  circumstances,  the  Local  In¬ 
spector  may  extend  the  said  period  for  a  further 
period  of  ninety  days. 

2.1.2  Piping  Plan. — The  Local  Inspector  may, 
at  his  discretion,  demand  from  applicant  for  a 
permit  a  sketch  or  plan  of  the  proposed  gas  instal¬ 
lation,  showing  the  sizes  and  location  of  all  gas 
piping,  appliances,  and  vents.  When  an  additional 
appliance  is  to  be  served  through  an  extension  of 
present  piping,  capacity  of  the  existing  lines  shall 
be  verified  by  the  local  Inspector. 

2.2  Meter  Location 

2.2.1  All  meters  shall  be  installed  as  close  to 
the  point  of  entry  of  the  service-pipe  to  the  build¬ 
ing  as  is  practicable. 

2.2.2  No  meter  shall  be  placed  in  a  position 
that  is  not  readily  accessible  for  examination, 
reading,  and  replacement,  and  away  from  mois¬ 
ture,  uncovered  flames,  excessive  heat  or  cold,  or 
mechanical  damage. 

2.2.3  Tvery  riser  in  any  building  having  more 
than  two  meters  shall  be  marked  with  a  suitable 
metal  tag  clearly  indicating  the  number  of  the 
room,  apartment,  or  section  of  the  building  which 
it  serves. 

2.2.4  No  person  other  than  a  duly  authorized 
employee  of  the  gas  company  shall  disconnect  any 
gas  meter  for  any  purpose  whatsoever,  or  make 
anv  alteration,  addition,  or  change  in  any  service- 
pipc. 
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2.3  Interconnections 

Where  two  or  more  meters  are  installed  on  the 
same  premises  but  supply  separate  consumers,  the 
piping  systems  shall  not  be  interconnected  on  the 
outlet  side  of  the  meters. 

2.4  Size  of  Piping  to  Gas  Appliance 

2.4. 1  Pressure-loss.  —  The  gas-piping  system 
shall  be  designed  so  that  the  loss  in  pressure  be¬ 
tween  the  meter  and  any  appliance  shall  not 
exceed  0.3-inch  water-column,  and  in  no  instance 
shall  a  piping  system  be  designed  or  installed  to 
provide  a  maximum  output  of  less  than  30  cubic 
feet  per  hour. 

2.4.2  Size  of  Piping. — All  gas-piping  shall  be 
of  a  diameter  sufficient  to  carry  the  volume  of 
gas  required  for  the  distances  to  be  run  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  Table  2,  which  gives  the  volume  of  gas 
in  cubic  feet  per  hour  that  can  be  carried  by  vari¬ 
ous  diameters  and  lengths  of  pipe  with  a  pressure 
drop  of  0.3-inch  water-column  (specific  gravity 
0.6).  In  using  this  table  no  allowance  for  an 
ordinary  number  of  fittings  is  necessary.  If  the 
specific  gravity  of  gas  is  not  0.6,  multiply  the 
cubic  feet  per  hour  of  Table  2  by  the  factor  cor¬ 
responding  to  the  specific  gravity  in  Table  3. 
Consult  the  gas  company  for  the  specific  gravity 
of  the  gas. 

No  piping  of  less  than  %-inch  diameter  shall  be 
used  as  a  main  gas-supply  to  any  kitchen. 

2.4.3  Gas  Consumption- — The  volume  of  gas 
to  be  provided  for  (in  cubic  feet  per  hour)  shall 
be  determined  whenever  possible,  directly  from  the 
manufacturer’s  B.t.u.  ratings  of  the  appliances 
which  will  be  installed  and  the  heating  value  of  the 
gas  to  be  used.  In  case  the  ratings  of  the  ap¬ 
pliances  to  be  installed  are  not  known,  Table  1  is 
given  to  show  the  approximate  consumption  of 
average  appliances  of  certain  types  in  B.t.u.  per 
hour. 

To  obtain  the  cubic  feet  per  hour  of  gas  re¬ 
quired,  divide  the  total  B.t.u.  input  of  all  appli¬ 
ances  by  the  average  B.t.u.  heating  value  per  cubic 
foot  of  gas.  The  B.t.u.  per  cubic  foot  of  gas  may 
be  obtained  from  the  gas  company. 

2.4.4  Diversity  Factor. — The  diversity  factor  is 
the  percentage  of  the  total  connected  load  in  use 
at  any  one  time  and  is  an  important  factor  in 
determining  the  correct  pipe  size.  It  is  dependent 
upon  the  number  and  kinds  of  gas  appliances  being 
installed.  For  diversity  factor  consult  the  Local 
Inspector. 

2.4.5  Extensions.  —  Extensions  to  existing 
piping,  or  installation  of  additional  appliances, 
shall  be  made  in  such  a  way  that  the  completed 
installation  shall  conform  with  the  provisions  of 

2.4.1  and  2.4.2. 

2.5  Materials 

2.5.1  Acceptable  Piping  Material. — Gas-piping 
in  buildings  shall  be  wrought-iron  or  steel  pipe. 
All  pipe-fittings  (except  shut-off  valves)  shall  be 
malleable  iron  or  steel  when  used  with  wrought- 
iron  or  steel  pipe. 

Gas  piping  and  fittings  shall  be  clear  and  free 
from  cutting  burrs  and  defects  in  structure  or 
threading,  and  shall  be  thoroughly  brushed  and 
the  scale  blown. 

Defects  in  pipe  or  fittings  shall  not  be  repaired. 
When  defective  pipe  or  fittings  are  located  in  a 
system,  the  defective  pipe  or  fittings  shall  be 
replaced. 

(Note. — Welding  of  gas-piping  to  be  checked 
by  the  Local  Inspector.) 

2.5.2  Pipe-coating. — When  in  contact  with 
material  exerting  a  corrosive  action,  piping  and 
fittings  coated  with  a  corrosion-resisting  material 
shall  be  used. 

2.5.3  Use  of  Old  Pipe. — Pipe,  fittings,  valves, 
etc.,  removed  from  any  existing  installation  shall 
not  be  used  again  until  they  have  been  thoroughly 
cleaned,  inspected,  and  ascertained  to  be  equivalent 
to  new  material. 

Old  or  used  piping  shall  not  be  used  for  gas¬ 
piping,  except  that  which  has  been  used  for  con¬ 
veying  gas. 


2.5.4  Joint  Compounds. — Joint  compounds 
(pipe  dope)  shall  be  applied  sparingly  and  only 
to  the  male  threads  of  the  joints.  Such  compounds 
shall  be  resistant  to  the  action  of  L.P.  gas-air 
mixtures. 

2.6  Pipe  Threads 

2.6.1  Specifications  for  Pipe  Threads. — Pipe 
and  fitting  threads  shall  comply  with  the  American 
Standard  for  Pipe  Threads,  A.S.A.  B2. 1.1945. 

2.6.2  Damaged  Threads. — Pipe  and  threads 
which  are  stripped,  chipped,  corroded,  or  otherwise 
damaged  shall  not  be  used.  If  a  weld  opens  during 
the  operation  of  cutting  or  threading,  that  portion 
of  the  pipe  shall  not  be  used. 

2.6.3  Number  of  Threads. — Pipe  shall  be 
threaded  in  accordance  with  Table  4. 

2.7  Concealed  Piping 

2.7.1  Minimum  Size. — No  pipe  smaller  than 
standard  ki-inch  iron-pipe  size  shall  be  used  in 
any  concealed  location. 

2.7.2  Piping  in  Corrosive  Locations. — (a)  Pip¬ 
ing  in  contact  with  earth,  concrete,  masonry,  cor¬ 
rosive  materials,  or  in  damp  locations  shall  be  pro¬ 
tected  against  corrosion  in  an  approved  manner. 

( b )  Piping  shall  not  be  laid  in  cinders  or  on  the 
surface  of  the  earth.  Piping  shall  not  be  run  or 
laid  in  contact  with  pipes  which  may  sweat. 

(c)  No  gas-piping  shall  be  concealed  in  any 
location  where  large  quantities  of  corrosive  chemi¬ 
cals  are  used,  such  as  engravers,  battery-shops, 
plating-shops,  etc.  In  doubtful  conditions  the  Local 
Inspector  shall  be  consulted. 

2.7.3  Piping  in  Concrete  or  Masonry  Floors.—  ■ 
House-piping  shall  not  be  installed  in  solid  floor 
slabs  such  as  concrete  or  masonry  unless  the  Local 
Inspector  determines  there  is  no  other  practical 
manner  of  installing  such  piping.  For  this  type  of 
floor  construction,  the  house-piping  shall  be  in¬ 
stalled  above  the  floor,  in  an  open  of  furred  space, 
hollow  wall,  attic  space,  or  pipe-chase. 

Where  the  Local  Inspector  determines  that  it  is 
not  practical  to  avoid  the  installation  of  piping  in 
solid  floors,  then  one  of  the  following  methods  of 
installation,  when  approved  by  the  Local  Inspector, 
shall  be  followed: — 

(a)  House-piping  may  be  installed  in  a  casing 
of  iron  pipe  with  tightly  sealed  ends  and 
joints.  The  casing  shall  extend  at  least  2 
inches  beyong  the  point  where  the  pipe 
emerges  from  the  floor.  Where  required, 
the  casing  shall  be  vented  to  the  outside 
atmosphere. 

( b )  House-piping  may  be  installed  in  a  channel 
in  the  floor.  Such  channel  is  to  be  suitably 
covered  so  as  to  permit  ready  access  to  the 
piping  and  prevent  the  entrance  of  corrosive 
materials,  or  it  may  be  filled  with  some 
non-corrosive  material  which  can  be  re¬ 
moved  with  a  minimum  of  damage  to  the 
floor. 

2.7.4  Connections  in  Original  Installations. — 
When  installing  piping  which  shall  be  concealed, 
unions,  running  threads,  right  and  left  couplings, 
bushings,  and  swing  joints  made  by  combinations 
of  fittings  shall  not  be  used. 

2.7.5  Reconnections. — When  necessary  to  in¬ 
sert  fittings  in  piping  which  has  been  installed  in  a 
concealed  location,  the  piping  may  be  reconnected 
by  the  use  of  a  ground  joint  union  with  the  nut 
centre-punched  to  prevent  loosening  by  vibration. 

2.8  Installation  of  Piping 

2.8.1  Building  Structure. — In  the  installation  of 
gas-piping,  no  girder,  beam,  joist,  or  other  member 
of  a  building  shall  be  cut  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
reduce  its  strength  below  that  required  for  the 
purpose  for  which  it  was  intended. 

2.8.2  Piping  to  Be  Graded. — All  piping  shall 
be  graded  not  less  than  one-quarter  inch  in  15 
feet  to  prevent  traps.  All  horizontal  lines  shall 
grade  to  risers  and  from  the  risers  to  the  meter 
or  to  the  appliance. 

2.8.3  Supporting  Pipe. — Gas-piping  shall  not 
be  supported  by  other  piping,  but  shall  be  sup¬ 
ported  to  maintain  proper  grade  with  pipe-hooks, 
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metal  pipe  straps,  bands,  or  hangars  suitable  for 
the  size  of  pipe,  and  of  proper  strength  and  quality, 
at  proper  intervals  so  that  the  piping  cannot  be 
moved  accidentally  from  the  installed  position. 

Spacing  of  supports  in  piping  installations  shall 
not  be  greater  than  the  following: — 

Ft. 


Vi -inch  pipe  _  6 

%- inch  pipe  or  1-inch  pipe _  8 

114 -inch  or  larger  (horizontal) _  10 


114 -inch  or  larger  (vertical),  every  floor 
level. 

2.8.4  Hanging  from  Pipe. — Nothing  shall  be 
hung  from  or  supported  by  gas-piping. 

2.8.5  Protect  against  Freezing. — Gas-piping 
shall  be  protected  against  freezing  temperatures. 
When  piping  must  be  exposed  to  wide  ranges  or 
sudden  changes  in  temperature,  special  care  shall 
be  taken  to  prevent  stoppages  by  condensation. 

Gas-piping  shall  not  be  installed  above  grade  on 
the  outside. 

2.8.6  Avoid  Clothes-chutes,  etc. — Gas-pipe  in¬ 
side  any  building  shall  not  be  run  in  or  through  an 
air-duct,  clothes-chute,  chimney  or  flue,  ventilating- 
duct,  dumb-waiter,  or  elevator-shaft. 

2.8.7  Overhanging  Rooms. — Where  there  are 
overhanging  kitchens  or  other  rooms  built  beyond 
foundation  walls,  in  which  gas  appliances  are  in¬ 
stalled,  care  shall  be  taken  to  avoid  placing  the 
piping  where  it  will  be  exposed  to  low  tempera¬ 
tures  (40°  F.  or  below  for  manufactured  gas)  or 
to  extreme  changes  of  temperature. 

2.8.8  Do  Not  Bend  Pipe. — Pipe  shall  not  be 
bent.  Fittings  shall  be  used  when  making  turns  in 
gas-piping. 

2.8.9  Provide  Drip  Where  Necessary. — A  drip 
shall  be  provided  at  any  point  in  the  line  of  pipe 
where  condensate  may  collect.  Where  condensa¬ 
tion  is  excessive,  a  drip  shall  be  provided  at  the 
outlet  of  the  meter.  This  drip  shall  be  so  installed 
as  to  constitute  a  trap  wherein  an  accumulation  of 
condensate  will  shut  off  the  gas  before  it  will  run 
back  into  the  meter. 

2.8.10  Location  and  Size  of  Drips. — All  drips 
shall  be  installed  only  in  such  locations  that  they 
will  be  readily  accessible  to  permit  cleaning  or 
emptying.  A  drip  shall  not  be  located  where  the 
condensate  is  likely  to  freeze.  The  size  of  any 
drip  used  shall  be  determined  by  the  capacity  and 
the  exposure  of  the  piping  which  drains  to  it,  and 
shall  not  be  of  smaller  diameter  than  the  pipe  to 
which  it  is  attached. 

2.8.11  Use  Tee. — A  tee-fitting  with  the  bottom 
outlet  plugged  or  capped  instead  of  an  elbow-fitting 
shall  be  used  at  the  bottom  of  any  riser  to  catch 
any  dirt  or  other  foreign  materials.  (See  Fig.  1 
in  Code  Book.) 

2.8.12  Cap  All  Outlets. — Each  outlet,  including 
a  shut-off  valve  outlet,  shall  be  securely  closed  gas- 
tight  with  a  threaded  iron  plug  or  cap  immediately 
after  Installation,  and  shall  be  left  closed  until  an 
appliance  is  connected  thereto.  When  an  appliance 
is  removed  from  an  outlet,  the  outlet  shall  be 
capped  or  plugged  with  a  screwed-ioint  fitting. 

2.8.13  Location  of  Outlets. — The  unthreaded 
portion  of  piping  outlets  shall  extend  at  least  I 
inch  through  finished  ceilings  and  walls,  and  when 
extending  through  floors  shall  be  not  less  than  2 
inches  above  them.  The  outlet  fittings  or  the  pipe 
shall  be  securely  fastened.  Outlets  shall  not  be 
placed  behind  doors.  Outlets  shall  be  far  enough 
from  floors  and  walls  to  permit  the  use  of  a  pipe- 
wrench  of  suitable  size  without  straining  or  bend¬ 
ing  the  pipe. 

2.8.14  Prohibited  Devices. — No  device  shall  be 
placed  inside  the  gas-pipe  or  fittings  that  will  re¬ 
duce  the  cross-sectional  area  or  otherwise  obstruct 
the  free  flow  of  gas. 

2.8.15  Branch  Pipe  Connection.  —  Where  a 
branch  outlet  is  placed  on  a  main  supply-line  be¬ 
fore  it  is  known  what  size  of  pipe  will  be  connected 
to  it,  the  outlet  shall  be  of  the  same  size  as  the 
line  which  supplies  it. 

2.8.16  Piping  between  Buildings.  All  gas 
piping  running  from  one  building  to  another  build¬ 
ing  shall  be  connected  on  the  outlet  or  house  side 
of  the  meter,  and  shall  be  provided  with  a  shut-off 


valve  immediately  after  the  point  of  connection 
within  the  house,  and  such  lines  shall  be  covered 
to  a  minimum  depth  of  15  inches  underground.  All 
underground  piping  shall  be  galvanized,  shall  be 
not  less  than  1-inch  pipe,  and  shall  be  provided 
with  suitable  drips  or  other  fittings  for  the  removal 
of  condensation.  The  outside  of  the  pipe  shall  be 
protected  against  corrosion  with  asphaltic  coating 
or  other  approved  material. 

2.8.17  Gas-piping  shall  not  be  on  the  outside 
of  any  building. 

2.8.18  Gas-piping  shall  not  be  installed  within 
3  inches  of  any  wire  carrying  electrical  current 
unless  such  wire  is  enclosed  in  conduit. 

2.9  Gas  Shut-off  Valve 

2.9.1  Accessibility  of  Gas-valves.  —  Main  gas 
shut-off  valves  controlling  several  piping  systems 
shall  be  placed  at  an  adequate  distance  from  each 
other,  so  that  they  will  be  easily  accessible  for 
operation,  and  shall  be  installed  so  as  to  be  pro¬ 
tected  from  injury.  They  shall  be  plainly  marked 
with  a  metal  tag  by  the  installer  so  that  the  piping 
systems  supplied  through  them  can  be  readily 
identified.  A  shut-off  valve  shall  be  placed  at 
every  point  where  safety,  convenience  of  opera¬ 
tion,  and  maintenance  demand. 

2.9.2  Shut-off  Valves  for  All  Gas  Outlets. — 
All  gas  outlets  shall  be  provided  with  a  lever- 
handled  shut-off  valve  of  a  ground  plug  type,  made 
of  good-quality  brass,  and  shall  be  provided  with 
a  check-pin  or  stop-on-key,  and  shall  be  easy  to 
operate  and  test  tight  under  10  pounds  pressure, 
which  shall  be  considered  as  part  of  the  general 
house-piping,  and  shall  be  located  as  close  as  prac¬ 
tical  to  the  proposed  location,  on  the  meter  side  of 
the  union  of  the  appliance,  but  in  any  event  it 
shall  be  easily  accessible.  Where  tubing  is  in¬ 
stalled,  a  shut-off  valve  shall  be  installed  at  a  point 
where  the  tubing  is  connected  to  the  piping. 

2. 10  Inspection  and  T esting  of  Gas-piping 

2.10.1  Contractor  Shall  Notify  Local  Inspector. 
— Upon  the  completion  of  any  system  of  gas-piping 
and  before  any  part  of  the  system  is  concealed  or 
used,  the  contractor  shall  notify  the  Local  Inspec¬ 
tor  that  such  work  is  ready  for  inspection. 

2.10.2  Authority  of  Local  Inspector. — A  Local 
Inspector  may  at  any  time  inspect  any  premises  to 
determine  the  condition  of  any  house-piping,  appli¬ 
ance,  vent,  or  to  ascertain  whether  work  is  carried 
out  in  full  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  these 
regulations. 

2.10.3  Rough  Piping. — No  rough  piping  shall 
be  covered  or  concealed  in  any  manner  until  it  has 
been  tested  and  approved  by  the  Local  Inspector. 

2.10.4  Testing. — All  gas-piping  shall  be  tested, 
in  the  presence  of  the  Local  Inspector,  by  subject¬ 
ing  all  piping  to  an  air  test  of  two  and  one-half 
times  the  maximum  working-pressure  or  a  pressure 
of  10  pounds  per  square  inch  (p.s.i.),  whichever  is 
the  greater,  without  a  pressure-loss  over  a  fifteen- 
minute  period. 

The  testing  equipment  shall  be  supplied  by  the 
contractor,  and  shall  consist  of  a  manifold  carry¬ 
ing  one  low-pressure  air-gauge  of  4-inch  diameter, 
with  a  range  not  to  exceed  15  pounds,  with  a  suit¬ 
able  outlet  for  the  installation  of  a  similar  gauge 
to  be  provided  by  the  Local  Inspector,  and  a  14- 
inch  petcock  with  a  female  thread  for  the  use  of 
the  Local  Inspector. 

To  test  for  tightness,  the  piping  may  be  filled 
with  city  gas,  air,  or  inert  gas,  but  not  with  any 
other  gas  or  liquid. 

In  no  case  shall  oxygen  ever  be  used. 

2.10.5  Final  Test  and  Approval.  —  After  all 
appliances  have  been  connected  and  ready  for 
operation,  the  Local  Inspector  shall  be  so  notified. 

2.10.6  Suspension  of  Work. — A  Local  Inspec¬ 
tor  may  direct  the  immediate  suspension  of  all  or 
any  portion  of  any  gas-fitting  on  any  premises  by 
posting  a  notice  to  such  effect  on  such  premises 
whenever  it  appears  to  him  that  such  gas-fitting  is 
not  being  done  in  accordance  with  the  permit 
issued  in  respect  thereof. 
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2.11  T timing  on  Gas 

2.11.1  Close  All  Gas  Outlets. — Before  turning 
gas  under  pressure  into  any  piping,  all  openings 
from  which  gas  can  escape  shall  be  closed. 

2.1  1.2  Checking  for  Leakage  with  Meter. — Im¬ 
mediately  after  turning  gas  into  piping,  the  system 
shall  be  checked  to  ascertain  that  no  gas  is  escap¬ 
ing.  This  shall  be  done  by  carefully  watching  the 
test-dial  of  the  meter  to  determine  whether  gas  is 
passing  through  the  meter.  To  assist  in  observing 
any  movement  of  the  test-hand,  wet  a  small  piece 
of  paper  and  paste  its  edge  directly  over  the  centre 
line  of  the  hand  as  soon  as  the  gas  is  turned  on. 
Allow  five  minutes  for  a  Vi -foot  dial  and  propor¬ 
tionally  longer  for  a  larger  dial  in  checking  for  a 
gas-flow.  This  observation  should  be  made  with 
the  test-hand  on  the  up-stroke. 

2.11.3  In  Case  Test-hand  Does  Not  Move. — In 
case  careful  observation  of  the  test-hand  for  a 
sufficient  length  of  time  reveals  no  movement,  the 
pipe  shall  be  purged  (see  2.12),  and  a  small  gas- 
burner  turned  on  and  lighted,  and  the  hand  of  the 
test-dial  observed.  If  the  dial-hand  now  moves  (as 
is  should),  it  will  show  that  the  meter  is  operating 
properly.  If  the  test-hand  does  not  move  or  register 
the  flow  of  gas  through  the  meter  to  the  small 
burner,  it  is  certain  that  the  meter  is  defective,  and 
the  gas  should  be  turned  off  and  the  gas  company 
notified. 

2.11.4  In  Case  Meter  Test-hand  Moves. — In 
case  the  test-hand  shows  movement,  all  appliances 
or  outlets  supplied  through  the  meter  shall  be 
examined  to  see  if  they  are  turned  off  and  do  not 
leak.  If  they  are  found  tight,  movement  of  the 
test-hand  will  indicate  that  there  is  a  leak  in  the 
piping  system. 

The  meter  valve  shall  be  turned  off  until  the 
necessary  repairs  have  been  made,  after  which  the 
test  specified  in  2.11.2  shall  be  repeated. 

2. 1 2  Purging 

2.12.1  Purge  All  Gas-lines. — After  piping  has 
been  checked,  all  piping  receiving  gas  through  the 
meter  shall  be  fully  purged.  When  purging  a  gas¬ 
line  to  an  appliance,  the  pilot  line  shall  be  discon¬ 
nected  at  the  outlet  of  the  pilot  valve. 

Under  no  circumstances  shall  a  line  be  purged 
into  the  combustion-chamber  of  an  appliance. 

Under  no  circumstances  shall  an  attempt  be 
made  to  light  the  escaping  gas  while  it  is  being 
purged  through  a  pipe  opening. 

2.12.2  Light  Pilots. — After  the  piping  has  been 
sufficiently  purged,  all  appliances  shall  be  purged 
and  the  pilots  lighted.  It  shall  be  the  responsibility 
of  the  contractor  to  purge  all  piping  and  appliances 
before  he  leaves  the  premises. 

2.12.3  Purging  Large  Lines  with  Inert  Gas. — 
Lines  of  4-inch  iron-pipe  size  or  larger  shall  be 
purged  with  carbon  dioxide,  nitrogen,  or  a  mixture 
of  the  two.  For  detailed  procedure,  consult  the 
local  gas  company. 

Part  III 

These  regulations  shall  be  observed  during  the 
installation  of  any  gas  appliance  or  accessory  so 
as  to  assure  safety  and  satisfactory  service.  In 
addition  to  the  provisions  outlined  in  this  section, 
the  provisions  of  Parts  I,  IV,  V,  and  VI  shall  be 
observed. 

3.1  General 

3.1.1  Appliances  and  Accessories  to  Comply 
with  Standard  Requirements. — Every  gas  appliance 
and  accessory  designed  for  domestic  or  com¬ 
mercial  use  shall  be  of  an  approved  type  comply¬ 
ing  with  the  current  listing  requirements  of  an 
approved  testing  agency. 

3.1.2  Type  of  Gas. — It  shall  be  determined  by 
the  gas-fitter  that  the  appliance  he  installs  has  been 
designed  for  use  with  the  gas  to  which  it  will  be 
connected.  He  shall  not  attempt  to  convert  the 
appliance  from  the  gas  specified  on  the  rating 
plate  for  use  with  a  different  gas  without  consult¬ 
ing  the  local  gas  company  or  the  manufacturer  of 
the  appliance  for  complete  instructions. 
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3.1.3  Permissible  Temperatures  on  Combus¬ 
tible  Materials. — All  gas  appliances  and  their  flue 
or  vent  connectors  shall  be  installed  so  that  con¬ 
tinued  or  intermittent  operation  will  not  create 
a  hazard  to  persons  or  property.  They  shall  not, 
during  operation,  raise  the  temperature  of  unpro¬ 
tected  combustible  walls,  partitions,  floors,  or 
ceiling  more  than  90°  F.  above  normal  room  tem¬ 
perature  when  measured  with  mercury  thermome¬ 
ters  or  conventional  bead-type  thermocouples. 

Minimum  clearances  between  combustible  walls 
and  the  back  and  sides  of  various  types  of  appli¬ 
ances  and  their  flue  or  vent  connectors  are  speci¬ 
fied  in  Parts  IV  and  V. 

3.1.4  Air  for  Combustion. — Appliances  shall 
be  installed  in  a  location  in  which  the  facilities 
for  ventilation  permit  satisfactory  combustion  of 
gas  and  proper  venting,  under  normal  conditions 
of  use.  While  all  forms  of  building  construction 
cannot  be  covered  in  detail,  this  requirement  may 
usually  be  met  by  application  of  one  of  the  follow¬ 
ing  methods  in  ordinary  building  construction: — 

(a)  In  buildings  of  conventional  frame,  brick, 
or  stone  construction  without  enclosed 
appliance-rooms,  basement  storm-windows, 
or  tight  stair  doors,  infiltration  is  normally 
adequate  to  provide  air  for  combustion  and 
draught-hood  dilution. 

(b)  Where  appliances  are  installed  in  a  confined 
space  within  a  building,  provision  may  be 
made  for  supplying  this  space  with  air  for 
combustion  and  ventilation  by  eliminating 
the  ceiling  of  the  confined  space;  provided, 
however,  that  the  area  above  this  confined 
space  freely  communicates  with  the  out¬ 
doors. 

(c)  Where  appliances  are  installed  in  a  confined 
space  within  a  building  having  adequate  air 
infiltration,  provisions  shall  be  made  for 
supplying  this  space  with  air  for  combus¬ 
tion  and  ventilation.  This  may  be  accom¬ 
plished  through  use  of  two  permanent 
openings  freely  communicating  with  inte¬ 
rior  areas  of  adequate  infiltration  or  by 
compliance  with  provisions  of  item  (b)  or 

(d).  These  two  permanent  openings  shall 
each  have  an  area  of  not  less  than  1  square 
inch  per  1,000  B.t.u.  per  hour  of  input 
rating.  One  opening  shall  be  near  the  top 
of  the  confined  space  and  one  near  the 
bottom.  If  necessary,  continuous  ducts 
having  cross-sectional  areas  equal  to  the 
opening  shall  be  utilized  to  communicate 
with  the  source  of  air-supply.  The  mini¬ 
mum  dimensions  of  rectangular  air-ducts 
shall  not  be  less  than  5  inches. 

(d)  Where  appliances  are  installed  in  a  con¬ 
fined  space  within  a  building,  the  building 
being  of  unusually  tight  construction,  air 
for  combustion  and  ventilation  must  be 
obtained  directly  from  outdoors  or  from 
spaces  (crawl  or  attic)  freely  communicat¬ 
ing  with  the  outdoors.  Under  these  con¬ 
ditions,  the  openings  called  for  in  (c)  shall 
be  replaced  either  by  the  provisions  ( b ) 
above  or  by  two  openings  having  a  com¬ 
bined  area  of  not  less  than  1  square  inch  per 
1,000  B.t.u.  per  hour  of  input  rating.  One 
opening  shall  be  near  the  top  of  the  en¬ 
closure  and  one  near  the  bottom.  These 
openings  shall  be  of  approximately  equal 
area,  and  shall  communicate  with  the 
selected  source  or  sources  of  adequate  air- 
supply  by  continuous  ducts  of  the  same 
cross-sectional  area  as  the  openings  to  which 
they  connect.  The  minimum  dimension  of 
rectangular  air-ducts  shall  be  not  less  than 
3  inches.  Any  duct  from  the  top  opening 
must  be  horizontal  or  pitched  upward. 

(e)  Where  appliances  are  installed  in  unconfined 
spaces,  such  as  a  full  basement,  within  a 
building  of  unusually  tight  construction,  air 
for  combustion  and  ventilation  must  be 
obtained  from  outdoors  or  from  spaces 
freely  communicating  with  the  outdoors. 
Under  these  conditions  a  permanent  opening 
or  openings  having  a  total  free  area  of  not 
less  than  1  square  inch  per  1,000  B.t.u.  per 
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hour  of  input  rating  shall  be  provided. 
Where  ducts  are  required,  they  shall  be  of 
the  same  cross-sectional  area  as  the  openings 
to  which  they  connect.  The  minimum 
dimension  of  rectangular  air-ducts  shall  be 
not  less  than  3  inches. 

(/)  The  size  of  combustion-air  openings  speci¬ 
fied  in  3.1.4  shall  not  necessarily  govern  in 
installations  having  a  combination  input  in 
excess  of  400,000  B.t.u.  per  hour. 

( g )  Operations  of  exhaust-fans,  kitchen  venti¬ 
lation  systems,  or  fireplaces  may  create 
conditions  requiring  special  attention  to 
avoid  unsatisfactory  appliance  operation. 

3.1.5  Venting. — Appliances  shall  be  vented  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Part  V,  Venting 
of  Appliances. 

3.1.6  Flammable  Vapours. — Gas  appliances 
shall  not  be  installed  in  any  location  where  flam¬ 
mable  vapours  are  likely  to  be  present,  unless  the 
design,  operation,  and  installation  are  such  as  to 
eliminate  the  possible  ignition  of  the  flammable 
vapours. 

3.1.7  Accessibility. — Every  appliance  shall  be 
located  so  that  it  will  be  readily  accessible  for 
operation  and  servicing. 

3.1.8  Avoid  Strain  on  Piping. — Gas  appliances 
shall  be  adequately  supported  and  so  connected  to 
the  piping  as  not  to  exert  undue  strain  on  the 
connections. 

3.1.9  Extra  Device  or  Attachment. — No  device 
or  attachment  shall  be  installed  on  any  appliance 
which  may  in  any  way  impair  the  combustion  of 
gas. 

3.1.10  Combination  of  Appliances. — Any  com¬ 
bination  of  appliances,  attachments,  or  devices 
used  together  in  any  manner  shall  comply  with  the 
standards  which  apply  to  the  individual  appliances. 

3.1.1 1  Use  of  Air  or  Oxygen  under  Pressure. — 
Where  air  or  oxygen  under  pressure  is  used  in 
connection  with  the  gas-supply,  effective  means 
shall  be  provided  to  prevent  air  or  oxygen  from 
passing  back  into  the  gas-piping.  The  Local  In¬ 
spector  shall  be  consulted  for  details. 

3.1.12  Venting  of  Pressure  Regulations. — Gas- 
appliance  pressure-regulators  requiring  access  to 
the  atmosphere  for  successful  operation  shall  be 
equipped  with  a  vent-pipe  leading  to  the  outer  air 
or  into  the  combustion-chamber  adjacent  to  a  con¬ 
stantly  burning  pilot,  unless  constructed  or  equipped 
to  limit  the  escape  of  gas  from  the  vent  opening  in 
the  event  of  diaphragm  failure  to  not  more  than 
1 .0  cubic  foot  per  hour  of  a  0.6  specific  gravity  gas 
at  7  inches  water-column  pressure.  In  case  of  vents 
leading  to  the  outer  air,  means  shall  be  employed 
to  prevent  water  from  entering  this  pipe  and  also 
to  prevent  stoppage  of  it  by  insects  and  foreign 
matter.  In  case  of  vents  entering  the  combustion- 
chamber,  the  vent  shall  be  located  so  that  the 
escaping  gas  will  be  readily  ignited  from  the  pilot 
flame  and  the  heat  liberated  will  not  adversely 
affect  the  operation  of  the  thermal  element.  The 
terminus  of  the  vent  shall  be  securely  held  in  a 
fixed  position  relative  to  the  pilot  flame. 

3.1.13  Any  rented  room  or  suite  of  rooms  in 
which  a  gas  appliance  is  or  may  be  installed  shall 
be  given  a  number,  and  such  number  shall  be 
affixed  conspicuously  to  the  door  or  door-jamb  of 
such  room. 

3.2  Appliance  Connections  to  Building  Piping 

3.2.1  Connecting  Non-portable  Appliances. — 
Non  portable  appliances,  such  as  central  heating, 
water-heating,  and  similar  equipment,  shall  be  con¬ 
nected  to  the  gas-piping  with  rigid  pipe  or  by 
approved  semi-rigid  tubing  not  more  than  3  feet 
in  length. 

3.2.2  Connecting  Ranges.  Hot-plates,  Refriger¬ 
ators,  and  Similar  Equipment. —  Domestic  gas 
ranges,  hot  plates,  refrigerators,  and  similar  equip¬ 
ment  shall  he  connected  to  the  gas  piping  with  rigid 
pipe,  approved  semi  rigid  tubing,  or  approved  appli¬ 
ance  connectors,  or  flexible  metal  tubing  and  fit¬ 
tings.  When  a  semi-rigid  tubing  connector  or  a 
connector  of  flexible  metal  tubing  and  fittings  is 
used,  it  shall  connect  to  an  outlet  in  the  same  room 


as  the  appliance.  The  length  of  the  connector 
shall  not  exceed  6  feet.  The  connector  shall  be 
installed  so  as  to  be  protected  against  mechanical 
injury. 

3.2.3  Use  of  Gas-hose. — Only  appliances  which 
are  fully  portable  in  nature  shall  be  connected  with 
gas-hose.  Appliances  equipped  with  a  control  valve 
or  valves  which  permit  complete  shut-off  of  the 
gas-supply  shall  not  be  connected  with  gas-hose. 
This  requirement  does  not  apply  to  hand-torches, 
gas  irons,  and  other  equipment  which  require  both 
the  mobility  possible  only  with  flexible  connections 
and  frequent  and  accurate  burner-control  at  the 
point  of  use.  Gas-hose  should  not  be  confused 
with  semi-rigid  tubing  or  appliance  connectors  of 
flexible  metal  tubing  and  fittings.  Only  listed  gas- 
hose  shall  be  used.  Listed  gas-hose  shall  be  used 
only  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  its  listing. 
Gas-hose  shall  not  be  used  where  it  is  likely  to  be 
subject  to  excessive  temperatures  (above  125°  F.). 

3.2.4  Gas-valves. — Where  gas-hose  connection 
is  made,  a  listed  gas-valve  shall  always  be  provided 
on  the  supply  piping  where  the  hose  is  attached. 
When  gas-hose  is  used  with  an  appliance  having  a 
valve  on  the  inlet  of  the  appliance,  the  valve  shall 
be  removed  so  that  the  user  is  compelled  to  use  the 
valve  at  the  pipe  end,  except  as  provided  by  3.2.3. 
A  gas  shut-off  valve  which  constitutes  the  only 
means  of  gas-control  shall  be  easily  accessible  and 
within  convenient  reaching  distance  when  operating 
the  burner  of  the  appliance. 

3.2.5  Capacity  and  End  Connections. — Gas-hose 
shall  be  of  adequate  capacity,  gas-tight,  and  so 
designed  as  to  permit  the  secure  attachment  to  the 
nozzle  of  fully  portable  appliances  which  do  not 
require  mobility  during  operation  and  to  hose-end 
valves  connected  to  the  house-piping.  Where  the 
gas-hose  is  equipped  with  rubber  slip-end  connec¬ 
tions,  the  gas  shut-off  valve  at  the  house-piping 
shall  be  a  listed  hose-end  gas-valve  or  shall  have 
a  standard  hose-end  nozzle  attached  to  it.  Where 
an  appliance  requires  mobility  during  operation, 
such  as  a  gas  iron  or  hand-torch,  and  is  always 
used  in  the  same  location,  the  gas-hose  shall  be 
permanently  attached  at  the  supply  end  by  a 
threaded  or  other  secure  metal  connection,  and 
the  appliance  end  shall  be  provided  with  a  secure 
metal  joint  which  can  be  conveniently  made  and 
separated. 

3.2.6  Permissible  Length  and  Location. — Where 
gas-hose  is  used,  it  shall  be  of  the  minimum  prac¬ 
tical  length,  but  not  to  exceed  6  feet,  and  shall  not 
extend  from  one  room  to  another  nor  pass  through 
any  walls,  partitions,  ceilings,  or  floors.  Under  no 
circumstances  shall  gas-hose  be  concealed  from 
view  or  used  in  a  concealed  location. 

3.3  Electrical  Connections 

3.3.1  Electrical  Connections.  —  All  electrical 
connections  between  gas  appliances  and  the  build¬ 
ing  wiring  shall  be  in  full  compliance  with  “  Elec¬ 
trical  Energy  Inspection  Act.” 

3.3.2  Electric  Ignition  and  Control  Devices. — 
No  devices  employing  or  depending  upon  an  elec¬ 
trical  current  shall  be  used  to  control  or  ignite  a 
gas-supply  if  of  such  character  that  failure  of  the 
electrical  current  could  result  in  the  escape  of 
unburned  gas  or  in  failure  to  reduce  the  supply  of 
gas  under  conditions  which  would  normally  result 
in  its  reduction  unless  other  means  are  provided  to 
prevent  the  development  of  dangerous  tempera¬ 
tures,  pressures,  or  the  escape  of  gas. 

3.3.3  Electrical  Ground. — The  gas-piping  shall 
not  be  used  for  an  electrical  ground,  nor  shall  elec¬ 
tric  circuits  utilize  gas-piping,  casing  of  controls, 
panels,  or  other  metal  parts  in  lieu  of  wiring.  This 
provision  shall  not  apply  to  low-voltage  control  and 
ignition  circuits,  and  to  electronic  flame-detection 
device  circuits  incorporated  as  part  of  the  appli¬ 
ance. 

3.3.4  Electrical  Circuit. — The  electrical  circuit 
employed  for  operating  the  automatic  main  gas- 
control  valve,  automatic  pilot,  room-temperature 
thermostat,  limit  control,  or  other  electrical  devices 
used  with  the  gas  appliance  shall  be  in  accordance 
with  the  wiring  diagrams  supplied  with  the  appli¬ 
ance. 
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3.4  Room-temperature  Thermostats 

3.4.1  Locations. — To  assure  good  response  by 
the  room-temperature  thermostat,  it  should  be 
located  where  it  will  be  in  the  natural  circulating 
path  of  room  air.  Avoid  locations  which  would 
expose  the  device  to  cold-air  infiltration,  or  draughts 
from  windows,  doors,  or  other  openings  leading  to 
the  outside,  or  to  air  currents  from  warm-  or  cold- 
air  registers,  or  where  the  natural  circulation  of  the 
air  is  cut  oft,  such  as  behind  doors,  above  or  below 
mantels,  shelves,  or  in  corners.  Placing  a  thermo¬ 
stat  which  controls  a  central-heating  appliance  in 
a  bedroom,  bathroom,  or  kitchen  is  not  recom¬ 
mended. 

Part  IV 

4.1  Domestic  Ranges 

4.1.1  Clearance  from  Combustible  Construc¬ 
tion. — The  location  of  a  domestic  gas  range  shall 
be  §uch  as  not  to  constitute  a  hazard  to  persons  or 
property.  In  the  application  of  this  requirement, 
appropriate  consideration  shall  be  given  to  the 
design  and  construction  of  the  range  and  the  com¬ 
bustibility  of  the  floor,  wall,  or  partition.  Domestic 
gas  ranges,  when  installed  on  combustible  floors, 
shall  be  set  on  their  own  bases  or  legs,  and  shall  be 
installed  with  clearances  not  less  than  those  shown 
in  Table  5.  In  no  case  shall  the  clearances  be  such 
as  to  interfere  with  the  requirements  for  com¬ 
bustion  air  and  accessibility  ( see  3.1.4  and  3.1.7). 

4.1.2  Clearance  for  Flue-pipe. — Where  a  flue 
or  vent  connector  is  attached  to  a  domestic  gas 
range,  suitable  provisions  shall  be  made  for  the 
protection  of  adjacent  combustible  construction 
from  excessive  temperatures  (see  5.4.7). 

4.1.3  Vertical  Clearance  above  Cooking-top. — 
A  domestic  gas  range  shall  have  a  vertical  clear¬ 
ance  above  the  cooking-top  of  not  less  than  36 
inches  to  combustible  construction.  When  the 
under-side  of  such  combustible  construction  is  pro¬ 
tected  with  asbestos  mill-board  at  least  one-quarter 
of  an  inch  thick,  covered  with  sheet  metal  of  not 
less  than  No.  28  U.S.  gauge,  the  distance  shall  be 
not  less  than  24  inches.  The  protection  shall  extend 
9  inches  beyond  the  sides  of  the  range. 

4.1.4  Lever-handled  Valves.  —  Lever-handled 
valves  fitted  to  domestic  cooking  appliances  shall 
be  of  the  spring-loaded  type. 

4.2  Attic  Furnaces 

4.2.1  Walkway. — Attic  furnaces  shall  be  pro¬ 
vided  with  a  permanent  substantial  walkway  to  and 
around  the  furnace. 

4.2.2-  Lighting.  —  Suitable  lighting  shall  be 
provided. 

4.2.3  Insulation. — Gas  furnaces  designed  for 
attic  installation  may  be  set  on  combustible  ma¬ 
terial  which  is  covered  with  1-inch  asbestos  board 
and  sheet  material. 

4.2.4  Clearances. — Other  clearances  required 
for  suspended  unit  heaters  shall  be  maintained. 

4.3  Water-heaters 

4.3.1  Prohibited  Installations. — Water-heaters 
shall  not  be  installed  in  bathrooms,  bedrooms,  any 
rooms  used  for  sleeping  purposes,  or  any  occupied 
rooms  normally  kept  closed. 

4.3.2  Location. — A  water-heater  shall  be  located 
as  close  as  practicable  to  the  flue  or  vent. 

4.3.3  Clearance. — A  gas-fired  water-heater  shall 
be  positioned  in  relation  to  combustible  construc¬ 
tion  with  a  minimum  clearance  in  accordance  with 
Table  6.  In  no  case  shall  the  clearances  be  such 
as  to  interfere  with  the  requirements  for  combus¬ 
tion  air  and  accessibility  (see  3.1.4  and  3.1.7). 

4.3.4  Connections. — Water-heaters  shall  be 
connected  in  a  manner  to  permit  observation, 
maintenance,  and  servicing. 

4.3.5  Closed  Systems. — No  water-heater  shall 
be  installed  in  a  closed  system  of  water-piping 
unless  an  approved  pressure  temperature  relief- 
valve  is  provided. 

4.3.6  Automatic  Instantaneous  Type. — The 
water-supply  to  any  automatic  instantaneous  water- 
heater  shall  be  such  as  to  provide  sufficient  pres¬ 
sures  to  properly  operate  the  water-valve  when 
drawing  hot  water  from  a  faucet  on  the  top  floor. 


4.4  Room  or  Space  Heaters 

4.4.1  Clearance. — A  room  or  space  heater  shall 
be  placed  so  as  not  to  cause  a  hazard  to  walls, 
floors,  curtains,  furniture,  doors  when  open,  etc., 
and  to  the  free  movements  of  persons  within  the 
room.  Appliances  designed  and  marked  “  For  use 
in  incombustible  fire-resistive  fireplace  only  ”  shall 
not  be  installed  elsewhere.  Room  or  space  heaters 
shall  be  installed  with  clearances  not  less  than 
specified  in  Table  7,  except  that  appliances  listed 
for  installation  at  lesser  clearances  may  be  installed 
in  accordance  with  their  listing.  In  no  case  shall 
the  clearances  be  such  as  to  interfere  with  the 
requirements  of  combustion  air  and  accessibility 
(see  3.1.4  and  3.1.7). 

Circulating  Type:  Room-heaters  having  an  outer 
jacket  surrounding  the  combustion-chamber,  ar¬ 
ranged  with  openings  at  top  and  bottom  so  that  air 
circulates  between  the  inner  and  outer  jacket,  and 
without  openings  in  the  outer  jacket  to  permit 
direct  radiation,  shall  have  clearances  at  sides  and 
rear  of  less  than  12  inches. 

Radiating  Type:  Room-heaters  other  than  those 
described  above  as  of  circulating  type  shall  have 
clearances  at  sides  and  rear  of  not  less  than  18 
inches,  except  that  heaters  which  make  use  of 
metal,  asbestos,  or  ceramic  material  to  direct 
radiation  to  the  front  of  the  appliance  shall  have 
a  clearance  of  36  inches  in  front,  and  if  constructed 
with  a  double  back  of  metal  or  ceramic  may  be 
installed  with  a  clearance  of  18  inches  at  sides  and 
12  inches  at  rear. 

4.4.2  Wall-type  Room-heaters. — Wall-type  room 
or  space  heaters  shall  not  be  installed  in  walls  of 
combustible  construction  unless  approved  for  such 
installation  by  a  Local  Inspector. 

4.4.3  Installation  in  Sleeping-quarters. — No  gas 
appliance  other  than  a  fully  enclosed,  adequately 
vented  gas  space-heater  approved  for  such  installa¬ 
tion  shall  be  installed  in  any  room  used  for  sleeping 
purposes.  Such  appliance  shall  be  equipped  with 
a  listed  automatic  pilot  of  complete  shut-off  type. 

No  space-heater  shall  be  connected  to  a  prepay 
meter. 

4.4.4  Appliances  (Existing). — The  owner  of  any 
gas  appliance  presently  installed  in  a  room  used  for 
sleeping  purposes  shall,  before  the  1st  day  of 
December,  1954,  and  each  twelve  months  there¬ 
after,  have  such  appliance  examined  by  a  licensed 
gas-fitter  and,  where  necessary,  overhauled  or 
repaired. 

4.4.5  Replacement. — Notwithstanding  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  4.4.3,  an  existing  gas  cooking  appliance 
in  a  room  used  for  sleeping  purposes,  if  found  in 
a  dangerous  condition  or  beyond  repair,  may  be 
replaced  by  an  approved  cooking  appliance. 

4.4.6  Certificate  Issued  by  Gas-fitter.  — —  When 
an  appliance  is  in  safe  working  condition,  it  shall 
be  so  certified  by  the  gas-fitter  on  a  “U”  certificate, 
which  he  shall  issue  to  the  owner  before  leaving 
the  premises,  and  a  copy  of  such  certificate  shall  be 
sent  forthwith  to  the  Local  Inspector.  (See  Appen¬ 
dix  for  specimen  of  “U”  certificate.) 

4.4.7  Identification  Tag. — (a)  Whenever  a  “U” 
certificate  is  issued  by  the  gas-fitter,  he  shall  also 
affix  securely  to  the  appliance  an  identification  tag 
bearing  his  name,  registration  number,  and  date. 
No  person  other  than  an  Inspector  or  gas-fitter 
shall  remove  such  identification  tag. 

(b)  Identification  tags  shall  be  supplied  by  the 
Department  at  a  cost  of  10  cents. 

4.4.8  Dangerous  Appliances. — A  gas-fitter  who 
finds  any  appliance  beyond  repair  or  in  a  dangerous 
condition  shall  place  the  appliance  out  of  service 
and  notify  the  Local  Inspector  forthwith. 

4.4.9  Rented  Premises. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  person  in  charge  of  rented  premises  to  ascertain 
that  the  tenants  of  such  premises  understand  the 
operation  of  all  gas  appliances  therein  and  to  give 
instructions  where  necessary,  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  such  person  to  maintain  all  such  gas 
appliances  in  a  safe  condition. 

4.4.10  Consumer  to  Report.  —  The  owner  or 
tenant  who  finds  a  defective  appliance  on  the 
premises  shall  report  forthwith  to  the  Local 
Inspector. 
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4.4.11  Hospitals,  Institutions,  etc.  —  A  room- 
heater  in  an  institution,  hospital,  or  any  place 
frequented  by  the  public  shall  be  equipped  with 
a  listed  automatic  pilot  of  the  complete  shut-off 
type. 

4.5  Central-heating  Boilers  and  Furnaces 

4.5.1  Manual  Main  Shut-off  Valves.  —  Where 
complete  shut-off  type  automatic  pilot  system  is 
not  utilized,  a  manual  main  shut-off  valve  shall  be 
provided  on  the  meter  side  of  all  controls  except 
the  manual  pilot  gas-valve. 

Where  a  complete  shut-off  type  automatic  pilot 
system  is  utilized,  a  manual  main  shut-off  valve 
shall  be  provided  on  the  meter  side  of  all  controls. 
A  suitable  manual  valve  shall  be  provided  for 
shutting  off  the  main-burner  gas  independently 
of  the  pilot  gas. 

4.5.2  Clearances. — Central-heating  boilers  and 
furnaces  shall  be  installed  with  clearances  not  less 
than  specified  in  Table  8,  except  that  appliances 
listed  for  installation  at  lesser  clearances  may  be 
installed  in  accordance  with  their  listings.  In  no 
case  shall  the  clearance  be  such  as  to  interfere  with 
the  requirements  for  combustion  air  and  accessi¬ 
bility  (see  3.1.4  and  4.6.4). 

4.5.3  Erection  and  Mounting. — A  central-heat¬ 
ing  boiler  or  furnace  shall  be  erected  in  accordance 
with  the  manufacturer’s  instructions,  and  shall  be 
installed  on  a  firm,  level,  fire-proof  foundation 
unless  listed  for  installation  on  a  combustible  floor, 
or  the  floor  is  protected  in  an  approved  manner. 

4.5.4  Accessibility. — The  installation  of  central¬ 
heating  boilers  and  furnaces  shall  be  such  as  to 
make  them  accessible  for  cleaning  of  heating- 
surfaces,  removal  of  burners,  replacement  of  sec¬ 
tions,  motors,  controls,  filters,  draught  hoods,  and 
other  working  parts,  and  for  adjustment  and  lubri¬ 
cation  of  parts  requiring  such  attention. 

4.5.5  Temperature  or  Pressure  Relief  Devices. — 
Steam  and  hot-water  boilers  shall  be  provided  with 
approved  automatic  devices  to  shut  down  the  burn¬ 
ers  in  the  event  of  undue  pressure  or  low  water  in 
a  steam-boiler  or  overheating  in  a  hot-water  boiler. 

4.6  Recessed  Heaters 

4.6. 1  Installations. — Recessed  heaters  may  be 
installed  in  combustible  construction,  provided  they 
are  installed  in  a  manner  approved  by  the  Local 
Inspector. 

4.6.2  Location.  —  Recessed  heaters  shall  be 
located  so  as  not  to  cause  a  hazard  to  walls,  floor, 
curtains,  furniture,  doors,  etc.  Recessed  heaters 
installed  between  bathrooms  and  adjoining  rooms 
shall  not  circulate  air  from  bathroom  to  other  parts 
of  the  building. 

4.6.3  Manual  Main  Shut-off  Valve. — A  manual 
main  shut-off  valve  shall  be  installed  ahead  of  all 
controls,  including  the  pilot  gas-valve. 

4.6.4  Accessibility. — The  installation  of  recessed 
heaters  shall  be  such  as  to  make  them  accessible 
for  cleaning  of  heating-surfaces,  removal  of  burn¬ 
ers,  replacement  of  sections,  motors,  controls, 
filters,  and  other  working  parts,  and  for  adjustment 
and  lubrication  of  parts  requiring  such  attention. 
Panels,  grilles,  and  access  doors  which  must  be 
removed  for  normal  servicing  operations  shall  not 
be  attached  to  the  building  construction. 

4.6.5  Combustion  and  Circulating  Air. — Ade¬ 
quate  combustion  and  circulating  air  shall  be 
provided  (see  3.1.4). 

4.7  Floor  Furnaces 

4.7.1  Installation. — Floor  furnaces  may  be  in¬ 
stalled  in  combustible  floors.  All  floor  furnaces 
shall  be  provided  with  an  approved  manual  reset 
limit-control  that  cannot  be  set  higher  than  250°  F. 

4.7.2  Manual  Main  Shut-off  Valve. — A  separate 
manual  main  shut-off  valve  shall  be  provided  on 
the  meter  side  of  all  controls,  and  a  union  connec¬ 
tion  shall  be  provided  on  the  burner  side  of  this 
valve  to  permit  removal  of  the  controls  or  the  floor 
furnace. 

4.7.3  Combustion  Air.  Fixed  ventilation  by 
means  of  a  duct  or  grille  arranged  to  supply  air 
from  a  permanently  ventilated  attic  or  under  floor 


space  shall  be  provided  to  any  confined  space  which 
encloses  the  floor  furnace.  The  duct  or  grille  shall 
be  screened  and  have  a  free  area  at  least  twice  the 
free  area  of  the  vent  collar  of  the  floor  furnace  or 
1  square  inch  per  1,000  B.t.u.  per  hour  of  gas  input, 
whichever  is  the  greater,  and  shall  be  installed  in 
such  a  manner  as  to  ensure  proper  combustion. 

4.7.4  Placement. — (a)  No  floor  furnace  shall 
be  installed  in  the  floor  or  any  aisle  or  passage-way 
of  any  auditorium,  public  hall,  or  place  of  assem¬ 
bly,  or  in  an  exit-way  from  any  such  room  or  space. 

(b)  Walls  and  Corners:  With  the  exception  of 
wall-register  models,  a  floor  furnace  shall  not  be 
placed  closer  than  6  inches  to  the  nearest  wall,  and 
wall-register  models  shall  not  be  placed  closer  than 
6  inches  to  a  corner. 

(c)  Draperies:  The  furnace  shall  be  so  placed 
that  a  door,  drapery,  or  similar  object  cannot  be 
nearer  than  12  inches  to  any  portion  of  the  register 
of  the  furnace. 

(d)  Floor  furnaces  shall  not  be  installed  in  con¬ 
crete  floor  construction  built  on  ground. 

(e)  Adequate  provision  shall  be  made  in  the 
placement  of  all  floor  furnaces  to  comply  with 
venting  regulations. 

4.7.5  Bracing. — The  floor  around  the  furnace 
shall  be  braced  and  headed  with  a  framework  of 
material  not  lighter  than  the  joists  so  as  not  to 
weaken  the  structure. 

4.7.6  Support. — Means  shall  be  provided  to  sup¬ 
port  the  furnace  when  the  floor  grille  is  removed. 

4.7.7  Clearance. — The  lowest  portion  of  the 
floor  furnace  shall  have  at  least  a  6-inch  clearance 
from  the  general  ground-level,  except  that  where 
the  lower  6-inch  portion  of  the  floor  furnace  is 
sealed  by  the  manufacturer  to  prevent  entrance  of 
water,  the  clearance  may  be  reduced  to  not  less 
than  2  inches.  When  these  clearances  are  not 
present,  the  ground  below  and  to  the  sides  shall  be 
excavated  to  form  a  basin-like  pit  under  the  furnace 
so  that  the  required  clearance  is  provided  beneath 
the  lowest  portion  of  the  furnace.  An  18-inch 
clearance  shall  be  provided  on  all  sides. 

4.7.8  Access.  —  Provision  shall  be  made  for 
access  to  the  floor  furnace  by  means  of  an  opening 
in  the  foundation  wall  of  at  least  18  by  24  inches, 
and  a  clear  and  unobstructed  passage-way  to  the 
floor  furnace  of  at  least  18  inches  high  by  24  inches 
wide.  In  addition,  for  convenience,  a  trap  door 
may  be  installed  of  at  least  24  by  24  inches,  located 
at  some  convenient  point. 

4.7.9  Seepage-pan. — Whenever  the  excavation 
exceeds  12  inches  or  water-seepage  is  likely,  a 
water-tight  reinforced  copper  pan,  water-tight  con¬ 
crete  pit,  or  other  approved  non-corrosive  material 
shall  be  used.  A  copper  pan  shall  be  made  of  not 
less  than  16-ounce-per-square-foot  sheet  copper. 
The  pan  shall  be  anchored  to  the  building  so  as  to 
prevent  floating,  and  the  walls  shall  extend  at  least 
4  inches  above  the  ground-level,  with  18-inch  clear¬ 
ance  on  all  sides.  When  the  equipment  is  sealed 
by  the  manufacturer  to  meet  this  condition,  the  pan 
or  pit  may  be  omitted  if  not  required  for  maintain¬ 
ing  a  dry  condition  for  service  access. 

4.7.10  Prohibited  Installation. — A  floor  furnace 
shall  not  be  installed  under  a  building  subject  to 
flooding  or  excessive  seepage  conditions. 

4.7.11  Wind  Protection. — Floor  furnaces  shall 
be  protected,  where  necessary,  against  severe  wind 
conditions. 

4.8  Duct  Furnaces 

4.8. 1  Clearance. — Gas-fired  duct  furnaces  shall 
be  installed  with  clearances  of  at  least  6  inches 
between  adjacent  walls,  ceilings,  and  floors  of  com¬ 
bustible  construction  and  the  appliance  projecting 
flue-box  or  draught  hood,  except  that  duct  furnaces 
listed  for  installation  at  lesser  clearances  may  be 
installed  in  accordance  with  listings.  In  no  case 
shall  the  clearance  be  such  as  to  interfere  with  the 
requirements  for  combustion  air  and  accessibility 
(sec  3.1.4  anil  4.8.3).  All  duct  furnaces  shall  be 
equipped  with  an  approved  automatic  temperature 
limit  control  that  cannot  be  set  higher  than  250°  F. 

4.8.2  Erection  of  Appliances.  A  duct  furnace 
shall  he  erected  and  firmly  supported  in  accordance 
with  the  manufacturer's  instructions  and  installed 
in  an  approved  manner. 
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4.8.3  Accessibility.  —  The  installation  of  duct 
furnaces  shall  be  such  as  to  make  them  accessible 
for  cleaning  the  heating-surfaces,  removal  of  burn¬ 
ers,  replacement  of  sections,  controls,  draught 
hoods,  and  other  working  parts,  and  for  adjustment 
of  parts  requiring  such  attention. 

4.8.4  Access  Panels. — The  ducts  connected  to 
or  enclosing  duct  furnaces  shall  have  removable 
access  panels  on  both  up-stream  and  down-stream 
sides  of  the  furnace. 

4.8.6  Circulating  Air. — Circulating  air  shall  not 
be  taken  from  the  same  enclosure  in  which  the 
furnace  is  located. 

4.8.7  Duct  Furnaces  Used  with  Refrigeration 
Systems. — Duct  furnaces,  when  used  in  conjunction 
with  a  refrigeration  system,  shall  not  be  located 
down-stream  from  the  evaporator  coil. 

4.9  Conversion  Burners 

4.9.1  The  Local  Inspector  shall  be  notified 
before  the  installation  of  any  conversion  burner. 

4.10  Gas-fired  Unit  Heaters 

4.10.1  Support. — Suspended-type  gas-fired  unit 
heaters  shall  be  safely  and  adequately  supported, 
with  due  consideration  given  to  their  weight  and 
vibration  characteristics.  The  use  of  wood-screws 
in  tension  is  prohibited. 

4.10.2  Clearances. — Gas-fired  unit  heaters  shall 
be  installed  with  minimum  clearances  of  6  inches 
between  the  appliance,  projecting  flue-box,  or 
draught  hood  and  combustible  construction.  The 
control  side  of  a  unit  heater  shall  be  spaced  not 
less  than  18  inches  from  any  wall  or  partition. 

4.10.3  Do  Not  Create  Negative  Pressure. — The 
location  of  any  unit  heater  or  the  ductwork  attached 
thereto  shall  be  such  that  a  negative  pressure  will 
not  be  created  in  the  room  in  which  the  unit  heater 
is  located. 

4.10.4  Garage  Installation. — Unit  heaters  in¬ 
stalled  in  garages  or  in  aeroplane  hangars  shall  be 
of  a  type  listed  for  such  use,  and  shall  be  installed 
at  least  8  feet  above  the  floor. 

4. 1 1  Clothes-driers 

4.11.1  Clearance. — Clothes-driers  shall  be  in¬ 
stalled  with  minimum  clearance  of  6  inches  from 
adjacent  combustible  construction,  except  that 
clothes-driers  listed  for  installation  at  lesser  clear¬ 
ances  may  be  installed  in  accordance  with  their 
listings.  A  minimum  clearance  of  16  inches  shall 
be  provided  between  the  top  of  the  flue  and  the 
lower  surface  of  any  combustible  material  located 
above  the  drier. 

4.11.2  Public  Use. — Gas-fired  clothes-driers  in¬ 
stalled  for  public  use  or  for  multiple-family  use 
shall  be  equipped  with  automatic  pilots. 

4.12  Gas-fired  Incinerators 

4.12.1  Clearances. — Gas-fired  incinerators  shall 
be  installed  as  close  as  practicable  to  a  chimney 
and  with  at  least  12  inches  clearance  between  sides 
and  combustible  construction,  except  that  appli¬ 
ances  listed  for  installation  at  lesser  clearances  may 
be  installed  in  accordance  with  their  listings.  In  no 
case  shall  the  clearance  be  such  as  to  interfere  with 
the  requirements  for  combustion  air  and  accessi¬ 
bility  {see  3.1.4  and  3.1.7).  Incinerators  of  the 
wall  type  shall  be  installed  in  a  non-combustible 
wall  communicating  directly  with  a  chimney  flue. 

4.12.2  Smoke-pipe  Connection.  —  No  draught 
hood  shall  be  connected  into  the  smoke-pipe  of  an 
incinerator.  The  smoke-pipe  must  be  connected 
to  a  masonry  chimney  with  a  separate  thimble. 

4.12.3  Smoke-pipe  Clearance. — Smoke-pipes 
shall  have  at  least  18  inches  clearance  from  com¬ 
bustible  construction,  and  shall  not  pass  through 
combustible  construction  unless  guarded  at  the 
point  of  passage  as  specified  in  5.4.8. 

4.12.4  Smoke-pipe  Material. — The  smoke-pipe 
for  incinerators  connecting  to  masonry  chimneys 
must  be  of  the  gauges  required  by  the  Provincial 
Fire  Marshal,  or  of  material  having  equivalent  or 
superior  heat-  and  corrosion-resistant  properties, 
and  the  joints  shall  be  adequately  fastened. 


4.13  Gas  Refrigerators 

4.13.1  Gas  refrigerators  shall  be  provided  with 
adequate  clearances  for  ventilation  at  the  top  an  t 
back.  They  shall  be  installed  in  accordance  with 
the  manufacturer’s  instructions.  If  such  instruc¬ 
tions  are  not  available,  at  least  2  inches  shall  be 
provided  between  the  back  of  the  refrigerator  and 
the  wall  and  at  least  a  12-inch  clearance  above  the 
top. 

4.14  Hot-plates  and  Laundry  Stoves 

4.14.1  Domestic  hot-plates  and  laundry  stoves, 
when  installed  on  combustible  surfaces,  shall  be 
set  on  their  own  legs  or  bases.  They  shall  be  in¬ 
stalled  with  minimum  horizontal  clearances  of 
6  inches  from  combustible  construction. 

The  vertical  distance  between  tops  of  all  domes¬ 
tic  hot-plates  and  laundry  stoves  and  combustible 
construction  shall  be  at  least  36  inches. 

4.15  Hotel  and  Restaurant  Ranges,  Deep  Fat 
Fryers,  and  Unit  Broilers 

4.15.1  Mounting  on  Combustible  Floors. — 
Hotel  and  restaurant  ranges,  deep  fat  fryers,  and 
unit  broilers,  when  set  on  their  own  bases  or  legs, 
may  be  installed  on  unprotected  combustible  floors 
unless  marked  “  For  use  only  in  fire-proof  loca¬ 
tions.” 

Hotel  and  restaurant  ranges,  deep  fat  fryers,  and 
unit  broilers  which  are  not  listed  for  mounting  on 
a  combustible  floor  shall  be  mounted  on  fire-proof 
floors  or  be  mounted  in  accordance  with  one  of  the 
following  paragraphs: — 

(a)  Where  the  appliance  is  set  on  legs  which 
provide  not  less  than  18  inches  open  space 
under  the  base  of  the  appliance,  or  where 
it  has  no  burners  and  no  portion  of  any 
oven  or  broiler  within  18  inches  of  the 
floor,  it  may  be  mounted  on  a  combustible 
floor  without  special  floor  protection,  pro¬ 
vided  there  is  at  least  one  sheet-metal  baffle 
between  the  burner  and  the  floor. 

{b)  Where  the  appliance  is  set  on  legs  which 
provide  not  less  than  8  inches  open  space 
under  the  base  of  the  appliance,  it  may  be 
mounted  on  combustible  floors,  provided  the 
floor  under  the  appliance  is  protected  with 
not  less  than  three-eighths  of  an  inch  asbes¬ 
tos  mill-board  covered  with  sheet  metal  of 
not  less  than  No.  18  U.S.  standard  gauge. 
The  above-specified  floor  protection  shall 
extend  not  less  than  6  inches  beyond  the 
appliance  on  all  sides. 

(c)  Where  the  appliance  is  set  on  legs  which 
provide  not  less  than  4  inches  under  the  base 
of  the  appliance,  it  may  be  mounted  on 
combustible  floors,  provided  the  floor  under 
the  appliance  is  protected  with  hollow  ma¬ 
sonry  not  less  than  4  inches  in  thickness 
covered  with  sheet  metal  of  not  less  than 
No.  18  U.S.  standard  gauge.  Such  masonry 
courses  shall  be  laid  with  ends  unsealed  and 
joints  matched  in  such  a  way  as  to  provide 
for  free  circulation  of  air  through  the  ma¬ 
sonry.  The  hollow  masonry  shall  be  kept 
in  place  by  a  holding-strip  fastened  to  the 
floor  on  all  four  sides.  The  ends  of  hollow 
masonry  shall  be  not  less  than  3  inches  from 
any  wall  or  obstruction. 

(d)  Where  the  appliance  does  not  have  legs  at 
least  4  inches  high,  it  may  be  mounted  on 
combustible  floors,  provided  the  floor  under 
the  appliance  is  protected  by  two  courses  of 
4-inch  hollow  clay  tile  or  equivalent  with 
courses  laid  at  right  angles  and  with  ends 
unsealed  and  joints  matched  in  such  a  way 
as  to  provide  for  free  circulation  of  air 
through  such  masonry  courses  and  covered 
with  steel  plate  not  less  than  No.  18  U.S. 
standard  gauge.  The  tile  shall  be  kept  in 
place  by  a  holding-strip  fastened  to  the  floor 
on  all  four  sides.  The  ends  of  the  tile  shall 
be  not  less  than  3  inches  from  any  wall  or 
obstruction. 

4.15.2  Clearance  for  Appliances. — Hotel  and 
restaurant  ranges,  deep  fat  fryers,  and  unit  broilers 
shall  be  installed  at  least  6  inches  from  combustible 
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construction,  except  that  at  least  a  2-inch  clearance 
shall  be  maintained  between  the  flue-box  or  draught 
hood  and  combustible  construction.  Appliances 
designed  and  marked  “  For  use  only  in  fire-proof 
locations  ”  shall  not  be  installed  elsewhere. 

4.15.3  Combustible  Construction  Adjacent  to 
Cooking-top. — Any  portion  of  combustible  con¬ 
struction  closer  than  18  inches  to  a  cooking-top 
section  of  a  hotel  or  restaurant  range,  even  though 
certified  for  close  to  wall  installation,  which  is  not 
shielded  from  the  wall  by  a  high  shelf,  warming- 
closet,  etc.,  shall  be  protected  for  a  distance  of  at 
least  3  feet  above  surface  of  the  cooking-top  by 
sheet  metal  of  not  less  than  No.  26  U.S.  standard 
gauge.  This  sheet  metal  shall  be  fastened  to  the 
combustible  construction  by  thimbles,  spaced  at  not 
less  than  2-foot  vertical  and  horizontal  intervals, 
and  provide  114 -inch  clearance  between  the  sheet 
and  combustible  construction.  In  such  cases  the 
clearance  between  the  sheet  and  the  appliance  shall 
be  not  less  than  414  inches.  Where  sheet-metal 
protection  is  used,  the  protection  shall  extend  at 
least  12  inches  beyond  the  back,  side,  top,  or  any 
other  part  of  the  appliance,  and  the  space  between 
the  sheet  metal  and  combustible  construction  shall 
be  open  on  both  sides  or  top  and  bottom  to  permit 
circulation  of  air. 

4.15.4  Install  Level. — All  hotel  and  restaurant 
ranges,  deep  fat  fryers,  and  unit  broilers  shall  be 
installed  level  on  a  firm  foundation. 

4.15.5  Ventilation. — Adequate  means  shall  be 
provided  to  properly  ventilate  the  space  in  which 
hotel  and  restaurant  equipment  is  installed  to  per¬ 
mit  proper  combustion  of  the  gas. 

4.16  Gas  Counter  A ppliances 

4.16.1  Vertical  Clearance. — A  vertical  distance 
of  not  less  than  48  inches  shall  be  provided  between 
the  top  of  all  commercial  hot-plates  and  griddles 
and  combustible  construction. 

4.16.2  Appliances.  —  Gas  counter  appliances, 
such  as  commercial  hot-plates  and  griddles,  food 
and  dish  warmers,  coffee  brewers  and  urns,  waffle- 
bakers,  and  hot-water  immersion  sterilizers,  etc., 
when  installed  on  combustible  surfaces,  shall  be  set 
on  their  own  bases  or  legs,  and  shall  be  installed 
with  a  minimum  horizontal  clearance  of  6  inches 
from  combustible  construction. 

4. 1 7  Portable  Gas  Baking  and  Roasting  Ovens 

4.17.1  Portable  gas  baking  and  roasting  ovens 
shall  be  installed  at  least  6  inches  from  combusti¬ 
ble  construction,  except  that  at  least  a  2-inch  clear¬ 
ance  shall  be  maintained  between  the  flue-box  or 
draught  hood  and  combustible  construction.  Ap¬ 
pliances  designed  and  marked  “For  use  only  in 
fire-proof  locations”  shall  not  be  installed  else¬ 
where. 

Part  V 

Venting  of  Appliances 

5.1.1  Appliances  Requiring  Flues  or  Vents. — 
With  the  exception  of  domestic  gas  ranges,  domes¬ 
tic  clothes-driers,  and  radiant  heaters  designed  for 
use  without  a  vent,  or  appliances  which  are  in¬ 
stalled  in  a  masonry  fireplace  with  an  approved 
opening  in  the  damper,  every  gas  appliance  shall 
be  connected  to  an  effective  flue  or  vent  if  it  is 
included  in  any  of  the  following  classifications: — 

(«)  Any  appliance  installed  for  domestic  pur¬ 
poses  having  an  input  rating  in  excess  of 
50,000  B.t.u.  per  hour. 

(b)  Automatically  controlled  appliances  which 
use  more  than  5,000  B.t.u.  per  hour. 

(c)  Automatically  controlled  appliances  which 
use  less  than  5,000  B.t.u.  per  hour,  unless 
equipped  with  an  automatic  pilot  or  a  flame- 
responsive  fuel  shut-off  device. 

(d)  Any  appliance,  excluding  domestic  gas 
ranges,  installed  in  the  same  room  which  if 
not  vented  would  make  the  total  input 
rating  of  the  unvented  gas  appliances  as 
great  as  30  B.t.u.  per  hour  per  cubic  foot  of 
room  content. 

(r)  Heaters  in  any  room  in  institutions,  hos¬ 
pitals,  or  any  place  frequented  by  the  public. 


5.2  Draught  Hoods 

5.2.1  Draught  Hoods. — Every  vented  appli¬ 
ance,  except  incinerators,  dual-oven  type  combina¬ 
tion  ranges,  and  units  designed  for  power  burners 
or  for  forced  venting  shall  have  a  draught  hood. 
If  the  draught  hood  is  not  a  part  of  the  appliance 
or  supplied  by  the  appliance-manufacturer,  it  shall 
be  supplied  by  the  installer,  and  in  the  absence  of 
other  instructions  shall  be  the  same  size  as  the 
appliance  flue-collar.  (For  suggested  general  di¬ 
mensions  for  such  draught  hoods,  see  Figs.  14,  15, 
and  16.) 

5.2.2  Installation  of  Draught  Hoods. — Where 
the  draught  hood  is  a  part  of  the  appliance  or  is 
supplied  by  the  appliance-manufacturer,  it  shall  be 
installed  without  alteration  in  accordance  with  the 
manufacturer’s  instructions.  In  the  absence  of 
manufacturer’s  instructions,  the  draught  hood  shall 
be  attached  to  the  flue-collar  of  the  appliance,  or 
as  near  to  the  appliance  as  conditions  permit.  In 
no  case  shall  a  draught  hood  be  installed  in  a  false 
ceiling,  in  a  different  room,  or  in  any  manner  that 
will  permit  a  difference  in  pressure  between  the 
draught-hood  relief  opening  and  the  combustion- 
air  supply. 

5.2.3  Position  of  Draught  Hood. — A  draught 
hood  shall  be  installed  in  the  position  for  which  it 
was  designed  with  reference  to  the  horizontal  and 
vertical  planes,  and  shall  be  so  located  that  the 
relief  opening  is  not  obstructed  by  any  part  of 
the  appliance  or  adjacent  construction. 

5.2.4  Special  Draught  Hoods. — Where  the  in¬ 
staller  must  supply  a  draught  hood  of  special  de¬ 
sign,  advice  of  the  local  gas  company  or  Local 
Inspector  as  to  its  use  should  be  secured. 

5.3  Types  of  Flues  or  Vents 

5.3.1  Type  A  Flue  or  Vents  ( see  Definitions). 
— -Type  A  flue  or  vents  shall  be  employed  for 
venting: — 

(a)  All  incinerators. 

( b )  All  appliances  which  may  be  converted 
readily  to  the  use  of  solid  or  liquefied  fuels. 

(c)  All  boilers  and  warm-air  furnaces,  except 
where  the  Local  Inspector  approves  the  use 
of  Type  B  gas  flues  or  vents. 

5.3.2  Type  B  Gas  Flues  or  Vents  (see  Defini¬ 
tions). — Type  B  gas  flues  or  vents  shall  be  used 
only  with  approved  gas  appliances  which  produce 
flue-gas  temperatures  not  in  excess  of  550°  F.  at 
the  outlet  of  the  draught  hood  when  burning  gas 
at  the  manufacturer’s  normal  input  rating  and  not 
specified  by  5.3.1  to  be  vented  to  Type  A  flues  or 
vents. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  provision,  appliances, 
with  the  exception  of  incinerators  and  conversion 
burners,  may  be  accepted  as  producing  flue-gas 
temperatures  not  in  excess  of  550°  F.  at  the  outlet 
of  the  draught  hood. 

5.3.3  Marking  of  Gas  h'lues  or  Vents  Not  Suit¬ 
able  for  Other  Fuels. — Chimneys,  flues,  or  vents 
installed  for  use  with  gas  appliances  but  which  are 
not  suitable  for  solid  or  liquid  fuels  shall  be 
plainly  and  permanently  labeled  by  the  installer: 
“  This  flue  is  for  use  of  gas-burnirig  appliances 
only.”  The  label  shall  be  attached  to  the  wall  or 
ceiling  at  a  point  where  the  flue  or  vent  connector 
enters  the  chimnev,  or  where  a  Type  B  pas  flue 
or  vent  is  used  in  place  of  a  chimney,  at  a  point 
near  where  the  Type  B  gas  flue  or  vent  or  the  flue 
or  vent  connector  enters  the  wall  or  ceiling. 

5.3.4  Type  C  Gas  Flues  or  Vents. — Type  C 
pas  flues  or  vents  shall  be  used  only  for  runs 
directly  within  the  space  in  which  the  appliance 
is  located.  Such  flues  or  vents  shall  not  pass 
through  any  attic  or  concealed  space  nor  through 
any  floor  or  wall.  Installation  with  reference  to 
clearance  to  combustible  construction  shall  comply 
with  provisions  of  5.4.7  and  5.4.8. 

5.4  Flue  or  Vent  Connectors 

5.4.1  Materials.  Metallic  vent-pipes  shall  not 
be  lighter  than  No.  25  U.S.  standard  gauge  iron 
for  all  sizes  smaller  than  6  inches  in  diameter, 
No.  24  U.S.  standard  gauge  for  sizes  6  to  8  inches 
in  diameter,  and  No.  22  U.S.  standard  gauge  for 
sizes  over  8  inches  in  diameter.  Such  materials 
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shall  have  corrosion-resistant  qualities  equal  to  or 
better  than  galvanized  iron,  except  that  black 
stove-pipe  iron  may  be  used  for  vents  for  gas 
ranges. 

5.4.2  Avoid  Bends. — The  flue  or  vent  con¬ 
nector  shall  be  installed  so  as  to  avoid  short  turns 
or  other  constructional  features  which  would 
create  resistance  to  the  flows  of  flue  gases. 

5.4.3  Pitch. — The  pitch  of  a  flue  or  vent  con¬ 
nector  from  the  appliance  to  the  flue  or  vent  shall 
not  be  less  than  one-quarter  inch  to  the  foot,  and 
greater  if  possible.  The  horizontal  run,  shall  be 
free  from  dips  or  sags. 

5.4.4  Provide  Vertical  Run.  —  Wherever  suffi¬ 
cient  head-room  is  available,  appliances  having  a 
horizontal  flue  outlet  shall  be  provided  with  a 
vertical  run  of  flue  or  vent  connector  before  the 
horizontal  run.  To  minimize  frictional  resistance 
in  the  connector,  45-degree  elbows  should  be  used 
where  practicable. 

5.4.5  Length. — The  horizontal  run  of  the  con¬ 
nector  shall  be  short  as  possible,  and  the  appliance 
shall  be  located  as  near  the  flue  or  vent  as  prac¬ 
ticable.  The  maximum  length  of  horizontal  run 
shall  not  exceed  75  per  cent  of  the  height  of  the 
flue  or  vent,  and  in  no  case  shall  exceed  20  feet. 

5.4.6  Support. — Flue  or  vent  connectors  shall 
be  securely  supported. 

5.4.7  Clearance.  —  Flue  or  vent  connectors 
shall  be  located  in  such  a  manner  that  continued 
operation  of  the  appliance  will  not  raise  the  tem¬ 
perature  of  surrounding  combustible  construction 
more  than  90°  F.  above  normal  room  temperature 
when  measured  with  mercury  thermometers  or 
conventional  bead-type  thermocouples.  Where 
flue  or  vent  connectors  pass  through  partitions 
of  combustible  construction,  ventilated  thimbles 
shall  be  used.  Minimum  clearances  from  com¬ 
bustible  construction  to  flue  or  vent  connectors 
for  appliances  are  shown  in  Table  9. 

5.4.8  Use  of  Thimbles.- — Flue  or  vent  con¬ 
nectors  other  than  Type  B  shall  not  pass  through 
any  combustible  walls  or  partitions  unless  they  are 
guarded  at  the  point  of  passage  by  ventilated  metal 
thimbles  not  smaller  than  the  following: — 

For  appliances  except  floor  furnaces  and  incin¬ 
erators,  4  inches  larger  in  diameter  than  the 
flue  or  vent  connector,  unless  there  is  a  run 
of  not  less  than  6  feet  of  flue  or  vent  con¬ 
nector  in  the  open,  between  the  draught 
hood  outlet  and  the  thimble,  in  which  case 
the  thimble  may  be  2  inches  larger  in 
diameter  than  the  flue  or  vent  connector. 

For  floor  furnaces,  6  inches  larger  in  diameter 
than  the  flue  or  vent  connector. 

For  incinerators,  12  inches  larger  in  diameter 
than  the  flue  or  vent  connector. 

5.4.9  Size. — The  flue  or  vent  connector  shall 
not  be  smaller  than  the  size  of  the  flue-collar  or 
the  size  of  the  outlet  of  the  draught  hood  supplied 
by  the  manufacturer  of  a  gas-designed  appliance. 
Where  the  appliance  has  more  than  one  flue  out¬ 
let,  and  in  the  absence  of  the  manufacturer’s  spe¬ 
cific  instructions,  the  flue  or  vent  connector  shall 
equal  the  combined  area  of  the  flue  outlets  for 
which  it  acts  as  a  common  connector  to  the  flue 
or  vent. 

5.4.10  No  Dampers. — No  manually  operated 
damper  shall  be  placed  in  any  flue  or  vent  con¬ 
nector.  Fixed  baffles  ahead  of  draught  hoods  are 
not  classified  as  dampers. 

5.4.11  Fireplace. — A  flue  or  vent  connector 
shall  not  be  connected  to  a  chimney  flue  having  a 
fireplace  opening  unless  the  opening  is  perma¬ 
nently  sealed. 

5.5  Flues  or  Vents 

This  section  shall  apply  to  natural-draught  vent¬ 
ing  only.  Forced-draught  or  exhaust  systems  and 
power  burners  usually  require  special  engineering 
and  installation,  and  shall  be  approved  by  the 
Chief  Engineer-Surveyor. 

5.5.1  Check  Chimney. — Before  connecting  a 
flue  or  vent  connector,  the  flue  or  vent  shall  be 
examined  to  ascertain  that  it  is  properly  con¬ 
structed,  clear,  and  will  freely  conduct  the  products 
of  combustion  to  the  outer  air. 


5.5.2  Size. — The  flue  or  vent  to  which  the  flue 
or  vent  connector  is  connected  shall  be  of  a  size 
equal  to  the  draught-hood  collar  or  as  specified  in 
Table  12.  In  no  case  shall  the  area  be  less  than 
the  area  of  3-inch-diameter  pipe.  When  more 
than  one  appliance  vents  into  a  flue  or  vent,  the 
flue  or  vent  area  shall  be  not  less  than  the  area  of 
the  largest  flue  or  vent  connector  plus  50  per  cent 
of  the  areas  of  the  additional  flue  or  vent  con¬ 
nectors.  An  elliptical  or  rectangular  flue  or  vent 
may  be  used,  provided  its  flue-gas  venting  capacity 
as  determined  from  manufacturer’s  capacity  tables 
is  equal  to  the  capacity  of  round  pipe  for  which  it 
is  substituted. 

5.5.3  Height. — The  flue  or  vent  shall  extend 
high  enough  above  the  building  or  other  neigh¬ 
bouring  obstruction  so  that  wind  from  any  direc¬ 
tion  will  not  strike  the  flue  or  vent  from  an  angle 
above  horizontal. 

5.5.4  Chimney  Entrance. — In  entering  a  chim¬ 
ney  flue  the  connection  shall  be  above  the  extreme 
bottom  to  avoid  stoppage.  Means  shall  be  em¬ 
ployed  which  will  prevent  the  flue  or  vent  con¬ 
nector  from  entering  so  far  as  to  unduly  restrict 
the  space  between  its  end  and  the  opposite  wall  of 
the  chimney.  A  thimble  or  slip  joint  shall  be  used 
to  facilitate  removal  of  the  flue  or  vent  connector 
for  cleaning. 

5.5.5  Clean-outs. — Clean-outs  shall  be  of  such 
construction  that  they  will  remain  tightly  closed 
when  not  in  use. 

5.5.6  Venting  into  Flues  Used  for  Other  Fuels. 
— A  gas  appliance  automatically  controlled  may 
be  connected  through  separate  openings  to  a  flue 
which  also  serves  equipment  for  the  combustion  of 
solid  or  liquid  fuel,  or  may  be  connected  through 
a  single  opening  if  joined  as  close  as  practical  to 
the  flue.  If  two  or  more  openings  are  provided 
into  one  flue  they  should  be  at  different  levels. 

5.5.7  Flue  Connecting  Two  or  More  Gas  Appli¬ 
ances. — In  order  to  promote  better  draught  where 
more  than  one  gas-appliance  flue  or  vent  con¬ 
nector  is  connected  to  a  flue  or  vent,  the  connec¬ 
tions  shall  be  made  at  different  levels.  Two  or 
more  gas  appliances  may  be  vented  through  a 
common  flue  or  vent  connector  when  necessary,  if 
joined  as  close  as  practical  to  the  flue  or  vent,  and 
provided  the  size  of  the  common  flue  or  vent  is 
sufficient  to  accommodate  the  total  volume  of  flue 
gases. 

5.5.8  Unlined  Chimney.  —  Unlined  chimneys 
may  be  used  when  approved  by  the  Local  Inspector. 

5.6  Outside  Flues  or  Vents 

5.6.1  Restrictions.  —  Gravitational  venting 
through  an  outside  wall  shall  be  prohibited. 

Where  it  is  impractical  to  vent  an  appliance  into 
an  approved  gravity  flue  or  vent,  an  approved 
system  of  power  venting  shall  be  employed  which 
prevents  the  operation  of  the  appliance  if  draught 
fails. 

Outside  flues  and  vents  shall  not  terminate  di¬ 
rectly  below  a  window,  door,  or  intake  ventilator, 
or  within  4  feet  thereof.  No  flue  or  vent  shall 
project  from  out  of  a  building  into  any  street  other 
than  a  lane. 

5.6.2  Material. — When  it  is  necessary  to  extend 
the  flue  from  a  power  vent,  the  outside  portion 
shall  be  a  Class  B  vent. 

Part  VI 

Procedure  to  Be  Followed  to  Place  an 
Appliance  in  Operation 

6. 1  Adjusting  the  Burner  Input 

6.1.1  Adjusting  Burner.  —  It  shall  be  the  re¬ 
sponsibility  of  the  gas-fitter  to  adjust  and  test  each 
appliance  that  he  has  installed  and  leave  it  oper¬ 
ating  in  accordance  with  the  manufacturer’s  speci¬ 
fications.  Overgassing  of  burners  is  prohibited. 

6.1.2  High  Altitude. — Gas  appliances  listed  for 
high-altitude  operation  shall  be  adjusted  to  the 
high-altitude  input  rating  shown  on  the  name-plate 
when  installed  at  elevations  between  2,000  and 
5,000  feet  above  sea-level.  When  installed  at  ele¬ 
vations  above  5,000  feet,  the  listed  high-altitude

rating  shall  be  reduced  at  the  rate  of  4  per  cent  for 
each  additional  1,000  feet.  Appliances  not  listed 
for  high-altitude  operation  and  installed  at  eleva¬ 
tions  above  3,000  feet  shall  have  their  ratings 
reduced  at  the  rate  of  4  per  cent  for  each  1,000 
feet  above  sea-level. 

6.1.3  Checking  Burner  Input. — To  check  the 
B.t.u.  input  rate,  the  test-hand  on  the  meter  should 
be  timed  for  at  least  one  revolution  and  the  input 
determined  from  this  timing.  Test-dials  are  gener¬ 
ally  marked  Vi,  1,  2,  or  5  cubic  feet  per  revolution, 
depending  upon  the  size  of  the  meter.  Instructions 
for  converting  the  test-hand  readings  to  cubic  feet 
per  hour  are  given  in  Table  1 1. 

6.1.4  Adjusting  Input. — The  input  rate  shall  be 
adjusted  to  the  required  rate  by  changing  a  fixed 
orifice  size,  changing  the  adjustment  of  an  adjust¬ 
able  orifice,  or  by  readjustment  of  the  gas-pressure 
regulator  outlet  pressure  (when  a  regulator  is 
provided). 

6.2  Primary-air  Adjustment 

6.2.1  The  primary  air  for  injection  (Bunsen) 
type  burners  shall  be  adjusted  for  proper  flame 
characteristics  in  accordance  with  the  manufac¬ 
turers  instructions.  Normally  the  primary-air 
adjustment  should  first  be  set  to  give  a  soft  blue 
flame  having  luminous  tips  and  then  increased  to  a 
point  where  the  yellow  tips  iust  disappear.  If  the 
burner  cannot  be  adjusted  as  above,  consult  the 
manufacturer  or  local  gas  company.  After  setting 
the  primary  air,  the  adjustment  means  shall  be 
secured  in  position. 

6.3  Automatic  Pilots 

6.3.1  The  automatic  pilot  of  the  device  shall 
effect  immediate  ignition  of  the  gas  at  the  main 
burner  when  the  gas-supply  to  the  pilot  is  reduced 
to  a  point  where  the  flame  is  just  sufficient  to  keep 
the  valve  of  the  device  open. 

6.4  Automatic  Ignition 

6.4.1  Appliances  equipped  with  means  for 
automatic  ignition,  such  as  used  with  domestic  gas- 
range  top  burners,  shall  be  checked  to  assure 
proper  operation.  If  necessary,  proper  adjust¬ 
ments  shall  be  made. 

6.5  Protective  Devices 

6.5. 1  All  protective  devices  and  manual  oper¬ 
ating  features  shall  be  checked  to  assure  proper 
operation. 

6.6  Checking  the  Draught 

6.6.1  On  flue-connected  appliances,  the  appli¬ 
ance  shall  be  operated  and  the  installation  checked 
to  see  that  the  products  of  combustion  are  going 
up  the  flue  or  vent  properly.  If  the  products  of 
combustion  arc  escaping  from  the  relief  opening  of 
the  draught  hood,  the  appliance  shall  not  be  left 
in  operation  until  proper  adjustments  or  repairs 
are  made  to  assure  adequate  draught  through  the 
flue  or  vent. 

6.7  Instructions  to  the  Customer 

6.7. 1  Instruct  Consumer. — The  gas-fitter  shall 
instruct  by  demonstration  how  to  operate  the  ap¬ 
pliance  properly  and  safely  before  it  is  left  in 
operation. 

6.7.2  Post  Instructions.  —  When  operating  in¬ 
structions  are  furnished  by  the  manufacturer,  they 
shall  be  left  with  the  consumer  or  posted  in  a 
prominent  position  near  the  appliance. 

6.8  Notification  of  Completion 

6.8.1  The  Local  Inspector  shall  be  notified  as 
soon  as  the  installation  has  been  completed. 

Part  VFI 

7. 1  Municipal  Fees  and  Penalties 

7.1.1  Fees. — Each  municipality  may  set  the  fees 
for  permits,  inspections,  special  inspections,  and 
such  other  fees  as  deemed  necessary  for  work  done 
under  these  regulations  within  the  boundaries  of 
such  municipality. 


7.1.2  Fines  and  Penalties. — Every  person  who 
violates  any  provision  of  these  regulations  shall  be 
liable,  on  summary  conviction,  to  a  fine  of  not 
more  than  $100. 

7.1.3  All  fines  and  penalties  imposed  under 
these  regulations  in  prosecutions  upon  information 
laid  by  any  Local  Inspector  in  any  municipality  in 
respect  of  any  offence  committed  within  such 
municipality  shall,  when  paid  or  recovered,  be  paid 
over  to  such  municipality  for  use  as  a  part  of  the 
municipal  revenue.

REGULATIONS  RESPECTING  GAS-FITTERS, 
CONTRACTORS,  AND  DEALERS 
(Order  in  Council  No.  1853) 

Interpretation 

1.  In  these  regulations  the  expression: — 

“Act  ”  means  the  “  Gas  Act 

“  Inspector  ”  includes  Local  Inspector. 

All  other  expressions  shall  have  the  same  mean¬ 
ing  as  in  the  Act. 

Gas-fitters 

3.  ( a )  No  person  shall  perform  or  be  permitted 
to  perform  the  work  of  a  gas-fitter  unless  he  is 
the  holder  of  a  valid  unexpired  gas-fitter’s  licence. 

( b )  The  holder  of  any  licence  issued  under 
these  regulations  shall,  at  the  request  of  an  In¬ 
spector,  produce  such  licence  or  any  card  identify¬ 
ing  such  licence. 

(c)  The  absence  of  any  licence  or  its  non-pro¬ 
duction  on  request  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence 
that  the  person  concerned  has  no  licence. 

Gas-fitter’s  Licence 

5.  (a)  A  valid  gas-fitter’s  licence  (hereinafter 
called  “  licence  ”)  shall  permit  the  holder  to  per¬ 
form  the  work  of  a  gas-fitter  and  may  be  issued 
to  any  person  who  has  passed  the  prescribed  exami¬ 
nation. 

( b )  All  licences,  with  the  exception  of  those 
issued  provisionally  and  those  issued  by  examina¬ 
tion,  on  or  after  October  15th,  shall  expire  on  the 
31st  day  of  December  of  the  year  in  which  such 
licences  are  issued. 

(c)  All  holders  of  licences  shall  renew  their 
licences  annually  before  the  31st  day  of  December 
each  year.  The  fee  for  annual  renewal  of  a  licence 


shall  be  $2.  A  gas-fitter  who  has  not  renewed  his 
licences  before  the  1st  day  of  February  next  en¬ 
suing  shall  be  granted  a  licence  only  on  payment 
of  $4,  and  $2  shall  be  added  for  each  additional 
year  the  licence  remains  unrenewed,  or  until  can¬ 
celled. 

(d)  A  licence  which  is  not  renewed  for  three 
consecutive  years  shall  be  cancelled,  and  shall  be 
placed  in  good  standing  by  examination  only. 

(e)  A  licence  issued  by  examination  on  or  after 
October  15th  of  any  year  shall  be  valid  for  the 
remainder  of  the  year  and  the  next  ensuing  year. 

(/)  If  a  gas-fitter  proves  that  his  licence  has  been 
lost  or  destroyed,  he  may  obtain  a  duplicate  licence 
upon  payment  of  $1. 

Provisional  Licences 

7.  (a)  A  valid  provisional  licence  shall  permit 
the  holder  to  perform  the  work  of  a  gas-fitter  only 
within  the  period  and  area  mentioned  in  the  licence. 

(b)  A  provisional  licence  may  be  issued  without 
examination,  and  at  the  discretion  of  the  Chief 
Engineer-Surveyor : — 

(i)  In  the  case  of  emergency: 

(ii)  To  a  person  awaiting  the  next  examination 
date: 

(iii)  To  a  candidate  who  has  failed  his  examina¬ 
tion  by  a  narrow  margin: 

(iv)  Under  the  provisions  of  section  15. 

Application  for  Licence 

9.  (a)  An  applicant  for  a  licence  shall  complete 
an  application  on  the  form  prescribed  by  the  Chief 
Engineer-Surveyor  and  forward  same  to  him,  to¬ 
gether  with  the  prescribed  examination  fee. 

(b)  Copies  of  testimonials  certifying  to  the 
applicant’s  knowledge  and  experience,  as  prescribed 
for  the  particular  licence  sought,  shall  accompany 
his  application.  The  originals  of  such  testimonials 
shall  be  produced  by  the  applicant  at  the  time  of 
the  examination  and  at  any  other  time  upon  the 
request  of  the  Chief  Engineer-Surveyor.  Each 
testimonial  shall  state  the  class  of  work  done 
during  a  stated  period,  and  shall  be  signed  by  an 
employer  or  a  creditable  person  having  knowledge 
of  the  facts. 

(c)  The  examination  for  a  gas-fitter’s  licence 
shall  be  written,  practical,  and  oral,  and  shall  be 
set  by  the  Chief  Engineer-Surveyor.  The  examina¬ 
tion  fee  shall  be  $10. 

(d)  If  an  applicant  fails  to  pass  the  examination, 
he  shall  not  present  himself  for  re-examination 
before  a  date  set  by  the  examiner.

Qualifications  for  Licence 

11.  (a)  In  addition  to  the  requirements  of  sec¬ 
tion  9  (a)  and  (b)  of  these  regulations,  an  appli¬ 
cant  for  a  gas-fitter’s  licence  shall  have  had  four 
years’  practical  experience  inclusive  of  apprentice¬ 
ship  service  as  a  gas-fitter,  plumber,  or  pipe-fitter. 

(b)  Temporary  Licence.  —  An  applicant  who 
proves  that  during  the  five  years  immediately  pre¬ 
ceding  the  date  these  regulations  come  into  force 
he  has  been  working  regularly  as  a  gas-fitter  or 
plumber  may  be  issued  a  temporary  licence  on 
payment  of  the  fee  prescribed  in  section  9  (d), 
providing  application  is  made  within  ninety  days  of 
these  regulations  coming  into  force. 

(c)  A  temporary  licence  shall  be  valid  until  the 
holder  receives  notification  from  the  Board  to 
present  himself  for  examination,  but  in  no  case 
shall  a  temporary  licence  be  valid  for  more  than 
ninety  days  without  renewal. 

Licences  for  Inspectors 

13.  Every  Inspector  who  can  satisfy  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  section  9  (a)  and  ( b )  of  these  regula¬ 
tions  shall  be  issued  a  gas-fitter’s  licence  without 
examination  and  without  fee,  both  originally  and 
annually,  so  long  as  he  is  retained  by  the  Depart¬ 
ment  or  by  his  municipality  in  the  capacity  of 
Inspector. 
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Provisional  Licence 

15.  An  applicant  who  has  not  served  an  ap¬ 
prenticeship  as  a  gas-fitter,  plumber,  or  pipe-fitter 
may  make  application  for  a  provisional  licence, 
providing  he  shows  proof  that  he  has  worked  in 
the  gas-fitting,  plumbing,  or  pipe-fitting  trades  for 
a  period  of  not  less  than  four  years.  He  may  be 
subjected  to  an  oral,  practical,  or  written  examina¬ 
tion,  or  any  combination  thereof.  After  passing 
the  examination  he  may  be  issued  such  a  licence 
until  he  is  considered  by  the  Chief  Engineer- 
Surveyor  that  he  is  eligible  to  write  off  the  examina¬ 
tion  for  the  gas-fitter’s  licence,  but  no  more  than 
two  such  annual  provisional  licences  shall  be 
issued  to  any  one  person.  The  fee  for  each  pro¬ 
visional  licence  shall  be  $5. 

Credits 

17.  The  Board  may  evaluate  a  licence  or  a 
certificate  issued  by  any  Government  or  municipal 
authority  in  terms  of  qualifying  experience  toward 
any  licence  issued  under  the  provisions  of  sections 
5,  7,  11,  and  13. 

Liabilities 

19.  A  gas-fitter  may  have  his  licence  endorsed, 
cancelled,  or  suspended: — 

(a)  If  such  licence  was  granted  on  improper  or 
insufficient  evidence  or  through  error: 

(b)  For  improper  or  fraudulent  use  of  such  a 
licence: 

(c)  For  dereliction  of  duty: 

( d )  If  he  destroys  his  employer’s  property 
through  negligence: 

(e)  If  his  workmanship  is  consistently  poor: 

(/)  If  he  is  consistently  lax  in  complying  with 

the  regulations  governing  his  work  or  in 
rectifying  any  faults  or  defects  in  the  work. 

Contractors 

30.  Apprentice. — No  contractor  shall  order  or 
permit  any  apprentice  or  other  employee  or  person, 
not  being  the  holder  of  a  gas-fitter’s  licence,  to 
perform  any  work  to  which  the  Act  applies,  except 
as  an  assistant  to  and  under  the  supervision  of  a 
licensed  gas-fitter  continuously  engaged  upon  the 
same  piece  of  work. 

Unlicensed  Person 

32.  No  person,  whether  an  apprentice  or  other 
employee,  or  not,  who  is  not  the  holder  of  a  gas- 
fitter’s  licence  shall  perform  any  work  to  which 
the  Act  applies  for  a  contractor,  except  as  an 
assistant  to  and  under  the  supervision  of  a  licensed 
gas-fitter  continuously  engaged  upon  the  same 
piece  of  work. 

Partnership 

34.  No  person  who  is  a  partner  of  a  firm  of 
contractors  and  who  is  not  himself  the  holder  of  a 
gas-fitter’s  licence  shall  perform  any  work  to  which 
the  Act  applies,  except  as  an  assistant  to  and  under 
the  supervision  of  a  licensed  gas-fitter  continuously 
engaged  upon  the  same  piece  of  work. 

Dealers 

50.  No  dealer  shall  sell  or  offer  for  sale  any 
appliance  that  does  not  bear  the  seal  of  a  testing 
agency. 

52.  A  dealer  shall  keep  a  record  of  each  appli¬ 
ance  sold  by  him,  showing  the  name  and  address 
of  the  purchaser,  the  place  of  installation,  the  type 
and  model  number  of  the  appliance. 

54.  At  the  written  request  of  the  Chief  Engineer- 
Surveyor  a  dealer  shall  submit  a  copy  of  any 
record  made  under  the  provisions  of  section  52  of 
these  regulations. 

56.  Every  Inspector  shall  have  the  right,  at  all 
reasonable  hours,  to  examine  the  dealer’s  records 
made  under  the  provisions  of  section  52,  and  the 
Inspector  may  examine  appliances  in  the  dealer’s 
stock,  and  if  he  finds  that  any  appliances  arc 
defective  or  do  not  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
the  Act  or  the  regulations,  lie  shall  prohibit  the 
sale  of  such  appliances  until  his  requirements  have 
been  complied  with. 


Appliances  for  Resale 

60.  No  dealer  shall  sell  a  used  appliance  before 
it  has  been  examined  and,  where  necessary,  over¬ 
hauled  or  repaired  and  certified  to  be  in  safe  work¬ 
ing  condition  by  a  licensed  gas-fitter,  who  shall 
then  affix  a  resale  approval  seal. 

62.  No  domestic  appliance  equipped  with  lever- 
handled  valves  shall  be  offered  for  resale  unless 
such  valves  are  of  the  spring-loaded  type. 

64.  In  the  case  of  private  sale  in  which  owner¬ 
ship  and  location  of  an  appliance  is  changed,  the 
provisions  of  section  60  shall  also  apply. 

66.  Sections  52,  54,  and  56  shall  apply  also  to 
appliances  for  resale. 

68.  Resale  approval  seals  shall  be  issued  by  the 
Gas  Inspection  Branch  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  under  the  following  denominations  and  fees, 
based  on  total  B.t.u.  rating  of  appliance  (at  sea- 


level)  : —  Each 

Maximum  of  20,000  B.t.u _  $0.50

Penalties 

70.  Every  person  who  violates  any  provision 
of  these  regulations  shall  be  liable,  on  summary 
conviction,  to  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $100.

“  Listing  ”  means  acceptance  by  the  Board  of  an 
accessory  which  contributes  to  a  complete 
gas-burning  appliance. 

All  other  expressions  shall  have  the  same  mean¬ 
ing  as  in  the  Act. 

General 

3.  Interim  approval  of  a  gas  appliance  or  interim 
listing  of  an  accessory  may  be  granted  by  the 
Board  pending  arrangements  for  the  testing  of 
such  appliances  in  the  laboratories  of  the  British 
Columbia  Research  Council  or  other  testing  agency. 

5.  Applications  for  interim  approval  shall  be 
made  on  a  form  supplied  by  the  Department  and 
submitted  with  drawings  and  specifications  in  trip¬ 
licate  to  the  Chief  Engineer-Surveyor. 

7.  A  specimen  of  the  appliance  for  which  ap¬ 
proval  is  sought  shall  be  made  available  to  the 
Department  for  inspection  and  testing  to  destruc¬ 
tion  if  necessary.  The  applicant  shall  provide  with¬ 
out  charge  to  the  Department  such  assistance,  tools, 
workshop  accommodation,  testing  equipment,  and 
transportation  as  may  be  considered  necessary  by 
the  Inspector. 

9.  If  an  appliance  complies  in  all  respects  with 
the  standards  required  under  section  19,  the  De¬ 
partment  shall  issue  to  the  applicant  a  certificate 
of  interim  approval  or  listing  for  the  particular 
model  tested  or  inspected,  which  certificate  shall 
be  effective  only  until  approval  is  obtained  through 
a  testing  agency  or  until  the  expiry  date  of  the 
certificate,  which  may  be  renewed  on  application. 

II.  Upon  receipt  of  the  certificate  of  interim 
approval  or  listing  the  applicant  shall  apply  the 
appropriate  seal  on  all  units  produced,  manufac¬ 
tured.  sold,  or  offered  for  sale  by  him  which  con¬ 
form  in  all  respects  to  the  model  approved  or  listed. 

13.  The  applicant  shall  make  available  for  in¬ 
spection  at  the  applicant’s  point  of  production  or 
place  of  business,  upon  request  of  an  Inspector, 
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current  production  units  of  any  or  all  models  or 
types  of  appliances  covered  by  current  certificates 
or  to  which  the  seal  is  affixed  or  intended  to  be 
affixed. 

15.  If  the  Board  determines  that  an  appliance 
which  has  been  approved  is  nevertheless  found  to 
be  hazardous  to  health,  life,  or  property  while  in 
service,  the  Board  may  withdraw  approval  and 
revoke  the  certificate  on  such  appliance  pending 
the  completion  of  additional  and  corrective  require¬ 
ments  to  eliminate  such  hazard.  All  expenses  in 
making  corrections  under  this  section  shall  be 
borne  by  the  manufacturer. 

17.  (a)  The  applicant  shall  sell  only  the  models 
or  types  designated  in  a  current  certificate  of 
interim  approval  or  listing  held  by  him. 

( b )  If  any  alteration  or  change  is  made  by  the 
applicant  in  such  model  or  type,  the  same  shall  be 
submitted  again  for  interim  approval  before  it  may 
be  sold  or  displayed  bearing  the  approval  seal. 

19.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  these  regu¬ 
lations,  the  minimum  standards  governing  the 
design,  fabrication,  or  testing  of  gas  appliances 
shall  be  those  set  forth  in  the  current  “Approval 
Requirements,”  “  Installation  Requirements,”  and 
“  Listing  Requirements,”  published  by  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Gas  Association,  and  any  subsequent  amend¬ 
ments,  addenda,  or  additions  thereto  when  such 
have  been  approved  by  the  Board. 

21.  Where  any  rule  of  these  regulations  is  at 
variance  with  the  A.G.A.  requirements,  these  regu¬ 
lations  shall  govern. 

23.  The  Board  shall  have  power  to  formulate 
rules  in  cases  where  the  standards  mentioned  in 
section  19  of  these  regulations  are  inadequate  or 
where  special  circumstances  render  desirable  altera¬ 
tion  or  modification  of  said  standards. 

25.  The  Chief  Engineer-Surveyor  shall  make  a 
directory  of  all  appliances  and  accessories  related 
to  certificates  of  interim  approval  or  listing  issued 
by  the  Board. 

50.  The  fees  payable  under  these  regulations  for 
certificates  of  interim  approval  and  listing  and  for
